Walker, who is opposing Simon in the

paign swing through the Northwest sub- 
urbs which also took him to Harper and 
Oakton junior colleges and to a similar 
gathering in Palatine.

It reminds me of Royko's (a 
Chicago Daily News columnist) eleventh 
commandment of machine politics — 
'thou shall not tell on others who steal' — 
and I don't believe in that." 


Walker also said it would be "ex- 


tremely unlikely" that 'he would run 
against Simon and incumbent Gov. Rich- 
ard Ogilvie in the general election if de- 
feated in the primary because "I have 
absolutely no interest in running as a 
spoiler and that's what it would amount 
to." 


On other issues Walker said he could _ 


offer no "panaceas" for the welfare 
problem, but hopes for a combination of 
more federal aid, increased job training, 
day care programs for mothers who 
must work and transportation to avail- 
able jobs. 


He also said low-income public housing 


"has been proven not to be the answer to 
the housing problem in this country. It 
produces nothing but ghettos. I would 
rather see assistance to individual fami- 
lies and let them decide where they want 
to live."

Women Voters Urge Housing Action 


The League of Women Voters has criti- 


cized the Elk Grove Village Board of 
Trustees for not taking action on the 
housing commission report. The league 
also urged the board to begin .studying 
the matter immediately. 


In a letter to the board, Virginia Tit- 


sworth, president of the 
Arlington 


Heights-Mount Prospect League of Wom- 
en Voters which includes Elk* Grove Vil- 
lage, expressed concern over the board's 
inaction on the commission's report, 
which was submitted to the board in No- 
vember. The board met with the com- 
mission earlier this month, but has taken 
no action yet on the report, which urged 
that the board act to develop low and 
moderate-income housing in the village, 


Mrs. Titsworth criticized board state- 


ments that economics would determine 
whether'or not such housing would be 
built in the village. 
. < 


She noted the will of the majority can- 


not be imposed when the best interests of 
the area as,a whole or the rights of the 
minority'are violated. "Are not the 
people, of the industrial park a part of the 
community?" she asked. 


Housing for industrial park workers 


was cited as a need for the village in a 
survey made by the housing'commission. 


IF THE VILLAGE denies a need for 


housing for the workers "the village will 


be agreeing to exploit these workers," 
she said. 


Trustees Robert Durning and Ed Ken- 


na criticized the letter after it was read 
to the village board Tuesday night: "To 
infer that we're exploiting the industrial 
workers — I just don't think is in (agree- 
ment) with the facts. No one's denying 


anyone the right to live in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage," Durning said. 


Kenna criticized the League's logic in 


arguing that because home prices had in- 
creased, something should be done to 
help workers find homes in the village. 


The League last year supported the 


idea of low and moderate-income housing 


in Arlington Heights and gave "qualified 
support" to a specific proposal to build 
190 units of moderate-income housing on 
land owned by the Clerics of St. Viator in 
that community. 


The proposal for the Viatorian land 


was turned down last summer by the Ar- 
lington Heights' Village Board and no fur- 
ther action has been taken. 


Back Area Mental Health Center 


In its first meeting in eight months, a 


reactivated Schaumburg Township Men- 
tal Health Board Tuesday endorsed a 
proposed mental health center to serve 
Schaumburg and Elk Grove townships. 


The proposal is being made by Elk 


G r o v e Village Community Serviqes 
which is preparing an application for 
state funds to establish a mental health 
center near Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center. 


The agency is asking all governmental 


bodies in the two townships, including 
the Schaumburg Township Board of 
Auditors, to endorse the proposal by res- 
olution. 


In making the endorsement, the men- 


tal health board — which serves the 


township auditors in an advisory capac- 
ity — recommended the auditors prepare 
the requested resolution with two stipula- 
tions. The stipulations would protect 
Schaumburg Township residents and the 
board of auditors whatever the outcome 
of 
Community Services' application. 


They are: 


—That Community Services, if its' ap- 


plication is approved, appoint a Schaum- 
burg Township resident to the proposed 
center's directing board. 


—That, in the event Community Ser- 


vices fails, the township auditors support 
any state funding applications made by 
the Northwest Mental Health Center in 
Arlington Heights.

SPRINGFIELD — Gov. Richard B. 


Ogilvie received a warm response yes- 
terday to an address to the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly which was largely re- 
garded as the opening shot in his cam- 
paign for reelection. 


Ogilvie devoted mos>t of his remarks to 


the captive legislature — required by law 
to hear the governor on the opening day 
of each legislative session — to a review 
of the best accomplishments of his three- 
year-old administration 


He saved for last the announcement of 


a new study commission to examine the 
needs of elementary and secondary edu- 
cation in Illinois 


OgiKie announced he was creating a 


bipartisan agency termed a "blue ribbon 
rommission" by his publicists, to exam- 
ine financing, organization, classroom 
quality, and business practices of schools 
throughout thr state. 


Ogilvic's plan met immediate resis- 


tance by Democratic legislators anxious 
to sec the Republican governor defeated 
for reelection in November. Sen. Cecil 
Partee of Chicago, Democratic Senate 
leader, told newsmen he had serious res- 
ervations about accepting Ogilvie's in- 
vitation to serve on the governor's com- 
mission on schools. 


"THE GOVERNOR," said Partee, "is 


attempting to mix the functions of the 
executive and legislative branches of the 
government in dealing with the school 
pioblem, and I have serious reservations 
about the constitutionality of his plan." 


Ogilvie said the commission, to be 


headed by himself, would consist of the 
leaders of the House and the Senate, 
ranking members of the School Prob- 
lems Commission, and would operate un- 
der the guidance of Dr. Michael Bakalis, 
state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion. 


Rep. Eugenia S, Chapman, D-Arlington 


Heights, a member of two House com- 
mittees on education, declared after the 
governor's speech; "I am so tired of 
study committees!" 


Mis. Chapman said an exhaustive 


study of school problems was compiled 
in !%•! during the administration of 
Democratic Gov. Otto Kerner, but was 
never acted upon. 


"If this governor svas sincerely inter- 


ested in education, he could simply res- 
tin ect that study and act Upon the rec- 
ommendations in it," she said. 


Ogilvic's remarks on the school com- 


mission occupied only minutes of his 3D- 
minute address to the legislature. 


Earlier, he defended the adoption of 


the state income tax and drew his only 
applause from the legislators when he 
said. "We are going to operate (the 
state) government in 1972 without any 
increase in state taxes." 


OGILVIE SAID the adoption of the in- 


come tax had made possible his revenue 
sharing plan with municipalities, in- 


creased school aid, expansion of state 
parks, and greater fiscal support for 
mental health, penal reform, and day 
care centers. 


He chided the legislature for failure in 


1971 to enact ethics legislation for elected 
officials, and called for immediate-pas- 
sage of "tough legislation without loop- 
holes and without escape clauses." 


Democratic Lt. Gov. Paul Simon, a 


candidate for Ogilvie's job, termed the 
governor's address "a political docu- 
ment." 


"He mentioned some things, and he 


overlooked others," said Simon. "He 
pointed out that there would be no new 
taxes, but he failed to point out that the 
state will have a huge deficit in 1972." 


Most members of the legislature ap- 


peared in agreement with Simon's as- 
sessment that the governor's message 
was politically orientated. 


Rep. Eugene Schlickman, R Arlington 


Heights, said he found nothing unexpect- 
ed in the speech. "It appeared to be a 
favorable review of his first three years 
in office and the opening of his campaign 
for reelection," Schlickman said. 


The joint session of the legislature ad- 


journed shortly after Ogilvie's appear- 
ance. A House-Senate conference com- 
mittee continued meetings yesterday af- 
ternoon on the ethics legislation urged by 
the governor, and legislative leaders 
were predicting passage of a bill by Sat- 
urday. The ethics bill is the only substan- 
tial measure expected to be enacted in 
this meeting of the General Assembly be- 
fore it adjourns until after the primary 
elections March 21.

Ogilvie Seeks To Lead 
Nation With Education 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - The Illinois 


General Assembly reconvened Wednes- 
day to begin its election-year work with 
a call by Gov. Richard B. ogilivie to 
make Illinois' education system "lead 
the nation." 


The governor announced in His annual 


"state of the state" message, dilivered 
to a joint session of the House and Sen- 
ate, that he is ordering formation of a 
special commission to study all aspects 
of public elementary and secondary edu- 
cation in Illinois. 


Four separate task forces, he said, will 


be created to make independent studies 
of school financing, organization and 
structure, classroom quality and busi- 
ness management practices. 


OGILVIE WILL serve as chairman of 


the group, with Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Michael Bakalis as vice 


chairman, the governor said. 


"Illinois has the talent and ability to 


lead the nation in the field of education. 
We shall be satisfied with nothing less," 
Ogilvie said. 


"There is no more important assign- 


ment to which we can dedicate the re- 
sources of this state," 


0 n other subjects, the governor 


praised the legislature for some of its 
accomplishments, but criticized 
it for 


what he called some "notable failures." 
These included failure to pass ethics leg- 
islation during the past year, failure to 
fund the judicial inquiry board, failure to 
provide personal property tax relief and 
other matters. 


He did not specifically mention other 


matters which have plagued the state, 
inclulding the welfare drain or funding of 
higher education.

A statement from Walker accused the 


Simon negotiators of saying they would 
agree to debates only if Walker promised 
not to run as independent candidate for 
governor, should he lose Ms bid ,to win 
the Democratic nomination at the March 
21 primary. 


"There has been enough backroom 


wheeling and dealing in Illinois and de- 
spite your protests, you are directly in- 
volved in offering deals," Walker said in 
a telegram sent to Simon and distributed 
to newsmen. 


"THE DEMOCRATIC primary should 


not be used to build a possible third par- 
ty campaign," Simon's campaign man- 
ager, Bill Colson, replied in a news re- 
lease, "and Paul Simon should not per-

blocking of the arteries that provide the 
flow of blood' to the arms. A muscle in 
the neck can be drawn taut across the 
artery when the arms are above the 
head in particular and cause this prob- 
lem. Some people have an extra rib (in 
the lower neck called a cervical rib) that 
causes pressure on the artery when the 
arms are in such a position that the rib 
impinges on the artery. 


In previous days when the head of the 


bed was made of metal rods, like the old- 
fashioned brass bed, some people would 
hold on to the I'ods in their sleep and 
some of them would compress the artery 
to their arms and hands this way. In a 
few cases the muscles of the thumb area 
would waste away from the habit. 


Another cause of numbness is. pressure 


on the nerves to the arms. This may oc- 
cur if a person has arthritic changes in 
the spine of such a nature that in some 
positions too much pressure is placed on 
the nerves that come out of the spine and 
go to the hand. 


Of course, if someone else sleeps on 


your arm that can cause the problem, 
too. 


Soldiers sometimes have a similar 


problem if they carry a heavy pack. The 
pack pulls the collarbone back and it and 
the muscles in the shoulder can com- 
press the artery and cause problems 
with circulation to the hands. 


No doubt your problem is mechanical. 


I doubt it is serious though. You have 
already found the best treatment, keep- 


ing your hands down while you sleep. 


pear Dr. Lamb — My heart is on the 


right side. Is there a medical term for 
this and does it occur very often? 


Dear Reader — It is quite rare and is 


known as dextrocardia, dextro meaning 
right. It can occur as the only deviation 
from normal or the entire body organs 
can be the mirror 'image of normal. In 
the latter case the appendix will be on 
the left side and 'unless the doctor knows 
this he may miss the diagnosis of ap- 
pendicitis. In a similar fashion, the liver 
and gallbladder are on the left side and 
the spleen on the right side. 


Some people with the heart on the 


right side have other variations associ- 
ated with nature having departed from 
the usual pattern of development, caus- 
ing important defects of the heart.

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Education In The '70s 
New School's Open Design Creates Noise Problems 


What is a room without doors? Is it an 


open apace for freedom of thought and 
flexibility, or Is It an echo chamber for 
every stirring and every cough? At Roll- 
Ing Meadows High School, there are 
classroom!) without doors and rooms 
without walls. And some teachers are 
having a hard lime getting used to it. In

teflectmg the ideas of teachers and ad 
mimstrators but something was sure lost 
in the process," said Frank Simpton, an 
English teacher 


According to Mrs Heather R

hams, an English and speech teacher, 
"doorlessness is a pain in the neck 


"The idea of freedom and flexibility is 


nice, but it has made me a tougher dis- 
ciplinarian Formerly if there was con- 
structive noise in my classroom, I would 
shut the door But now I just have to tell 
the kids to be quiet The freedom is all 
physical Actually the students have less 


freedom " 


The noise problem is most apparent, 


according to the teachers, when they are 
trying to give a test or are using audio- 
visual equipment Administrators are in- 
vestigating purchase of a new film proj- 


can look into the next room and are eas- 
ily distracted This means the learning 
area has to be condensed to the center of 
the room," said Robert Rees, a math 
teacher

Part of the problem is simp^ growing 


pains, according to the administrators 
They say the teachers will get used to 
the situation "After a while the sounds 
will blend into a normal routine," said 
Asst Supt Roderick McLennan "Every- 
one will have to learn to listen better " 


For other teachers, the problem goes 


beyond noise Some find it difficult to 
woik in a triangular shaped room 


"Although the floor area in a triangu- 


lar room is the same as a rectangular 
room, it is not all usable Students sitting 
at the back of a tuangular classroom 


agrees He says, "the more open, the 
better I like it " 


FOR FRANK SIMPTON, the open 


space keeps him

knows what you are doing so you can't 
hide behind closed doors " 


Administrators 
concede 
that 
some 


changes will have to be made at Rolling 
Meadows, such as the attachment of ex- 
tenders on the walls of the open class- 
rooms Yet, they think the brunt of the 
adjustment rests with the individual 
teachers 


'We aren't going to tell the teachers 


how to use their classrooms " said Prin- 
cipal Robert Hoese "The open design 
presents an exciting concept of educa 


tion Each teacher should relate his per- 
sonality to the openness " 


This adjustment does not require radi- 


cal changes in teaching methods, accord 
ing to Asst Principal Evan Shull Rathei 
it requires that the teachers not restrict 
all of their teaching to the classroom 
"The classroom should be thought of as 
a lecture station while the resource cen 
ter is an activity station " 


Some of the teachers feel they should 


have received more assistance from the 
administration in adjusting to the new 
school They say they were not given 
enough direction on how to use the open 
classrooms to the best advantage Hoese 
was given money for staff development, 
but had to use part of it to cover building 
costs Only one training session was held 
at the beginning of the school year

problems The construction was sched 
uled to be completed by December, but 
workmen are still on the JOD In addition 
a problem in sewer construction caused

The consequence is that our present 


universe seems to have been born in a 
big bang 11 billion to 15 billion years ago, 


not 10 billion to 12 billion years as scien- 
tists for some time have been saying 


Since every bit of matter in our bodies 


is perforce as old as the universe, this 
finding ages us all, though hardly in the 
sense that the Social Security and Inter- 
nal Revenue Set vice people will take into 
account 


THE AMERICAN astronomer Edwin 


Powell Hubble (1889 -1953) is famous for 
having discoveied a way to deteimme 
how rapidly the galaxies are flying apart 
as the umveise expends He found that

As a result of his discovery the Hubble 


Constant was born This is a number 
which, cranked into the requisite equa 
tions, measuies the expansion of the um- 
veise by relating distances of remote ga- 
laxies to redshift 


But before you can measure the dis- 


tance fiom where you're standing to a 
place in the next block, say, you have to 
have a system for measuring the dis- 
tance fiom where you're standing to a 
shorter distance, such as the edge of the 
nearest curb 


For this shoi ter measurement, astrono 


mers picked large hydrogen clouds, in 
nearby galaxies, whose dimensions they 
felt reasonably confident of gauging ac- 
curately 


Then with the 200-inch Hale telescope 


in California they searched out similar 
clouds in similar but ever more remote 
galaxies 


THUS EQUIPPED with a linear yard- 


stick plus the velocity evidence supplied 
by the galactic ledshifts, Sandage and 
Tammann were able after 13 years of 
toil to come up with a revision of the 
Hubble Constant which appears to date 
ci eation more precisely than before 


Their conclusions support the notion 


that in the beginning all matter and 
energy were concentrated in a "primor- 
dial atom," a fantastically compacted 
fireball, which exploded and gave birth 
to the universe which is now flying apart 
in all directions 


As a sort of side show to all this, the 


sun and earth and the rest of the solar 
planets came into being 4 6 to 4 7 billion 
yeais ago These times are not changed 
by the new revision of the Hubble Con- 
stant 


But as fundamental parts of the origi- 


nal universe, we are all perhaps three 
billion years older than we thought — 
give or take, of course, a few billion 
years or so 


fighting like hell just over the hill"

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U.S. Says Drug Stores Must Post Prescription Prices 


by LEA TONKtN 


Whether It's displayed in a store win- 


dow, hanging from a light fixture or 
posted on the wall, a list of the base 
price for top-selling prescription drugs 
and Pharmaceuticals should be in full 
view for the benefit of consumers at area 
drug stores Checker board compliance 
m the area relates to conflicting Illinois 
law 


According to Roger C Beck, Internal 


Revenue Service (IRS) district director 
for northern Illinois, this applies even 
though Illinois as many other states has 
a law against the advertisement of pre- 
scription drug prices "The sale of these 
items Is the same as any other retail es- 
tablishment transaction and therefore 


falls under the Economic Stabilization 
Act price control regulations," he said. 


The price control regulations require 


all retailers in general to post base price 
lists of all food products other than raw 
agricultural commodities and unpro- 
cessed sea foods In addition the base 
prices of the 40 items with the highest 
sales volume must be posted or those 
items which account for 50 per cent or 
more of the department's sales, which- 
ever is less Retailers with an annual 
sales volume of under $100,000 can meet 
the requirements by considering their op- 
eration as one department

Can anything be done? 


Actually, it can. Roth headache and back- 


ache, in mnny cases, can be relieved and the 
underlying caiixes corrected. 


Hare's a review of this pesky pair of ail- 


ments: 


Q—What causes headache? 
A—There are many causes — diseases of the 


sinuses, teeth, eyes, infection, head in- 
jury and others. The pain itself is usual- 
ly in the blood vessels or the muscles of 
the head. The brain itself is insensitive 
to pain, though the membranes sur- 
rounding it may produce pain if injured. 


Q—What is "tension headache?" 
A—This is a phrase coined by advertising 


writers, based on fact. Tension in the 
muscles of the neck, face and jaw may 
produce pain — and many persons tend 
to tense these muscles when under 
stress. 


Q—'What is the treatment of tension head- 


ache? 


A—This is easier to say than to do. Prob- 


ably the best thing to do is to lie down 


and relax, but often this is not possible. 
Ordinary aspirin is as effective as any 
other 
drug 
available without pre- 


scription. 


Q—-What is migraine headache? 
A—A form of headache believed to be re- 


lated to a functional disturbance of the 
circulation within the cranium, probably 
involving dilation andsor constriction of 
the cranial arteries. It often affects only 
one side of the head at a time, and may 
be accompanied by, or preceded by, 
nausea, vomiting, blind spots in the field 
of vision, or flashes of light. There is a 
strong tendency for migraine headache 
to run in families, and we commonly 
find that if a patient has migraine, one 
of his parents does also. 


Q—What is the treatment for migraine? 
A—Aspirin, with or without caffeine citrate, 


or codeine may relieve mild attacks. 
Severe attacks usually require ergot de- 
rivatives, which should be taken as soon 
after the onset of symptoms as possible. 
The drugs require careful evaluation by 
the doctor, including regular visits to his 
office for checkups and perhaps X-rays. 


Close cooperation between patient and 
doctor can usually bring 'about good 
control, if not complete relief, of the 
attacks. 


Q—What is sinus headache? 
A—A result of the inflammation and'swell- 


ing in the membranes of the nose. 
Shrinking the swelling with nose drops 
or spray or decongestant pills usually 
brings relief. Persistent nasal infection, 
with or without headache, requires med- 
ical attention. 


Q—Aren't headaches sometimes a sign of 


serious illness? 


A—Yes. Brain tumor, brain hemorrhage, 


high blood pressure, meningitis and oth- 
er diseases may produce headache. How- 
ever, all of these conditions are rare, and 
headaches are so common as to be al- 
most universal. Most headaches are due 
to the causes already listed —. plus, of 
course, the morning-after headache. 


Q—How can I tell whether my headache 


indicates something serious? When 
should I see a doctor about it? 
/ 


A—That is hard to answer; a headache ris- 


ing from a serious cause can actually be 
mild. One guide may be this: Check 
with the doctor if the headache is differ- 
ent from the usual pattern — if it ia 
more severe or persistent, felt in a differ- 
ent place or occurs at unusual times. 
Headache associated with any other sign 
of trouble — difficulty with vision, 
weakness, paralysis, numbness, fever,, 
nose bleeds, dizziness, nausea, vomiting, 
excessive sleepiness or fainting —• should 
be reported to the doctor at once. Head- 
ache following a head injury, though 
very common, should always be'eval- 
uated by the physician. 


Q—What can I do for my "everyday" 


headache? 


A—If possible lie down and relax. This 


takes the tension off the neck muscles. 
Gentle massage or mild heat may help 


, the muscles in the back of the neck. For 
the "vascular" headache, involving dis- 
turbance of the cranial blood vessels, 
rest is also a help. Taka a dose of any 
aspirin-containing pain medication. 


Q—Which pain medicine is best? 
A—They are all much the same. Two ta- 


blets of plain aspirin is the usual adult 
dose. Some patients find that the aspirin 
irritates the stomach, and they tolerate 
buffered aspirin better; there is no other 
advantage to it. Some trade-name pain 
tablets are a mixture of aspirin, phe- 
nacetin and caffeine. Phenacetin and 
caffeine seem to increase the effective- 
ness of aspirin; however, it has been 
found that phenacetin in large doses can 
damage the kidneys, and s,ome trade- 
name'pain tablets no longer contain it. 


A patient who .has headaches that 


are not relieved by one of these remedies 
should seek the advice .of a doctor, rath- 
er than experimenting with a variety of 
medicines. 


Q—What causes backache? 
A—Backache is one of the most common 


ailments of man, resulting in part from 
his upright posture, which places all the. 
weight of his upper body on his lower 
spine. There are many other causes, in- 
cluding kidney disease, disease or injury 
in the spine itself, or simple muscle 
strain, 


Q—What is the most common cause of low 


backache in the young adult? 


A—A strain or a sprain from a fall, twisting, 


or lifting heavy objects without proper 
muscular coordination. 


Q—What is a sprain or strain of the back? 
A—A sprain is a stretching, in varying de- 


gree, of the ligaments about the ver- 
tebrae. A strain is a similar injury to the 
muscles. 


Q—What is one of the most common 


causes of backache among those of 
middle age and beyond? 


A— Probably degenerative arthritis or dege- 


nerative changes in the. intervertebral 
discs — changes which come .about 
through the "wear and tear" of aging, 


Q—What is a disc? 
A—The spine is made up of hard, bony 


vertebrae which support the trunk on 
the pelvis. Between each vertebra is a 
flexible disc that allows the spine to 
bend and curve with the position of the 
body — a sort of, shock absorber which 
neutralizes the effect- of jarring, pres- 
sure, or sudden changes of movement. 
The disc itself is composed of a strong, 
fibrous ring of tissue, something like a 
tiny inner tube, filled with a softer, 
spongy material. 


Q—What is a "slipped disc?" 
A—When a condition producing sufficient 


strain occurs, the "inner tube" can be 
torn. This in itself can produce severe 
pain; but when the tear is of substantial 
size; the softer material within the disc 
actually oozes out into the spinal canal 
and can cause excruciating pain in the 
back and leg when it presses on a nerve 
root. 


Q—Is surgery always necessary for a 


"slipped disc?" 


A—-No. As a matter of fact, 80 to 85 per 


cent of the patients do well on what we 
call conservative treatment — bed rest, 
local heat, medication, injections, a back 
support and the like. An extra-firm mat- 
tress, and$or a bed-sized sheet of heavy 
plywood under the mattress, is often 
recommended. However, the intense 
pain accompanying a ruptured disc may 
become so severe that the physician will 
recommend surgery. 


Q—What are other causes of backache? 


A—Anatomical variations, poor posture, 


rheumatoid 
arthritis, bone tumors, 


nerve tumors, tension and emotional 
problems, pelvic Nand abdominal dis- 
orders and circulatory deficiencies.

Backaches from 
Poor Posture 


Q—Can these backaches be cured? 
A—- Certainly, in many cases, once the un- 


derlying problem is corrected. Any sev- 
ere or persistent backache should be 
brought to the attention of the doctor, 
so that he can identify and treat the 


. cause. 


Q—-How can backache be prevented? 
A—First, to maintain oneself in good physi- 


cal condition. Then, since most back- 
ache rises, from improper posture and 
muscular coordination, here is a set of 
rules which may well be followed: 


• Take regular exercise to keep your 


muscles strong. Remember, your ab- 
dominal muscles are important in back 
support. 
* 


• Stand tall, with your chin and ab- 


domen in, and the curve of the lower' 
back as straight as possible. Dont't let 


your abdomen protrude — practice .with 
your back against a wall. 


• Be 'constantly aware of your pos- 


ture and correct it. 


• When standing in one place-for 


any length of time, put one foot up on 
the rung of a stool, box, or other object. 


• Sit well back in your seat with 


your back straight. Don't slouch in your 
seat. 


• Sleep on your side with your knees 


bent, or on your back with a pillow 
under your knees. Don't sleep on your 
stomach. 


• Change your position from time to 


time, if only to get up from your desk, 
stretch, and walk about. Don't carry on' 
one pattern of muscular activity until 
fatigue forces you to stop. 


• .Lift or stoop with your legs, by 


bending your knees, keeping your back 
straight. Don't bend straight over to 
pick something up. 


• Don't turn or twist to pick some- 


thing up, even if it is a light object. 


• Hold objects you are carrying as 


close to your body as possible. 


• Don't lift or carry anything heavi- 


er than you can manage with ease. 


• To rest', your back,' lie on your 


back on the floor. Raise your knees and 
allow your lower legs to rest on.the seat 
of a chair.

Freedom Aided 
By Anderson 


Syndicated columnist .hick An- 


derson has made n valuable contri- 
bution to the cause of freedom of 
information in this nation 


His publication in the Washing- 


ton Post and se\ ernl hundred other 
newspapers of "secret" documents 
from 
within the Nixon adminis- 


tration hns further exposed 
the 


abuses of secrecy in government. 


The American people and large 


segments of the press have long 
been hilled into the belief that the 
"secret" label on any government 
communication must be honored in 
the Interest of national security. 
The classified papers revealed by 
Anderson demonstrated that the 
label is routinely used to mask the 
intentions of governmental officials 
and to spare embarrassment to 
the administration. 


The Anderson papers have also 


cast doubts on the wisdom of the 
deliberations through which cur- 
rent American foreign policy is 
being formulated. 


But we believe that their endur- 


ing value will be in reinforcing the 
principle that a responsible press, 
not a government bureaucracy, is 
the only proper judge of what 
information the American people 
are entitled to. 


It must be the function of the 


press in this nation to continually 
question, doubt and even suspect 
the actions of those who govern. 
When diligence in this endeavor re- 
sults in the discovery of informa- 
tion of a sensitive nature, the deci- 
sion of whether to publish it must 
be made in the interests of the peo- 
ple, and not for the convenience 
of the government. 


Those who decry publication of 


the Anderson papers — as did 


those who opposed disclosure of 
the Pentagon papers — argue that 
revelntion of secret deliberations 
within the government destroys the 
eflectivencss of our diplomacy. 


This argument supposes that the 


only way foreign nations, especial- 
ly those who are the target of an 
unfavorable policy, can discern our 
intentions is by reading about them 
in the American press. 


The fact is that foreign nations 


can readily interpret our actions 
abroad, while too often the Ameri- 
can people may remain ignorant of 
them through distortions of infor- 
mation. 


One of the published documents 


declared that any U. S. - China 
agreement unfavorable to Japan 
would "inevitably" become known 
to the Japanese. If it is known to 
the Chinese, the Japanese, the ad- 
ministration and any other nation 
with any foreign intelligence sys- 
tem, where is the danger in it 
being 
known to the American 


people? 


The danger, clearly, is that the 


American people may not approve 
and may turn the administration 
out of office. It is not'the security 
of the nation, but the security of 
the politician which is threatened. 


As in the case of the Pentagon 


papers, publication of the Ander- 
son papers has not challenged the 
need of the government to harbor 
certain secrets for the welfare of 
the Republic. 


The government will continue to 


have secrets And the American 
press will continue to respect those 
which are indeed vital. 


It is hoped that it will never 


abide by those held only in the in- 
terest of preserving the images of 
men in government. 


Many Sides To Crime 


A national magazine recently 


pictured the travail of residents of 
the country's biggest city, showing 
how they have been forced literally 
to imprison themselves in their 
apartments behind barred windows 
and double, triple or quadruple- 
locked doors. 


At about the same time, a news- 


paper in the same city described 
the problems of the residents of 
one fashionable street in the East 
70s — specifically, the problem of 
finding parking spaces for their 
cars, as well as finding the cars 
themselves if they were left un- 
watched for any length of time. 


New York, fortunately, is unlike 


any other place in the country. Yet 
the crime problem its citizens must 
contend with, while larger than 
that of any other city simply be- 
cause New York is larger, is the 
same kind of crime problem more 
and more Americans are beginning 
to worry about and to know first- 
hand, even in small towns. 


And there is a very startling 


truth which can be read between 
the lines in both these articles: 


Just as there must be two dishon- 


est people for any confidence game 
to work — the con man and his 
greedy victim — those who pillage 
apartments or steal cars or hijack 
trucks or rob stores would be stuck 
with their goods, which they really 
have no use for, were there not 
someone willing to buy their mer- 
chandise at an attractive discount. 


For instance, one of the car own- 


ers in the newspaper article had 
two hubcaps stolen. He was ad- 
vised to let it be known that he was 
in the market for two replace- 
ments, and he would have done so 
except that he was afraid that 
thieves would steal his two remain- 
ing hubcaps and try to sell them 
back to him. 


Unlike confidence-game crime, 


however, there is usually a third 
party involved in robbery and bur- 
glary — the fence, who is the mid- 
dleman between the criminal and 
the supposedly honest citizen. 


Throw 
in 
crooked 
cops, 
in- 


competent judges and revolving- 
door prisons and you have the in- 
gredients of what is called the 
"crime problem." 


How much simpler it would be if 


all we had to worry about were the 
criminals.

"Doaks said he reached his decision af-

'They told me they wanted 
to save the campaign money for the No- 
vember election, and if I forced them to 
spend it on the primary, I was washed 
up in this district,' he explained. 


"Asked if he will support his opponent 


in the general election, Doaks replied,

Judge Austin9s Ruling Criticized 


Taxpaying citizens of Des Plaines be 


Alert to new pressures on our City Coun- 
cil by the CMCC organization and region- 
al officials of HUD as a result of a re- 
cent ruling by Federal Judge Richard B. 
Austin concerning low income housing 
for the six county area surrounding the 
city of Chicago.

Washington by some of George Rom- 
ney's pseudo-intellectuals.

nity must be open to all economic groups 
and contain a mix of social types. This 
attitude is characteristic of the in- 
tellectual orientation of contemporary 
liberals. 


There is nothing in America's political 


tradition or her federal constitution to 
justify either the "leveling doctrine" or 
the "compulsory association" notion in- 
herent in a plan of federal zoning as in- 
troduced by Senator Hubert Hufphrey 
last fall and now dictated to us as a fed- 
eral court order by Judge Austin.

Woudenberg developed a method' of 


making building blocks quickly out of a 
mixture of earth and cement, a variation 
of the old "rammed earth" system. A 
number of these buildings-were put up at 
Chittagong, and although rammed earth 
normally doesn't withstand Hood well, 
Woudenberg's buildings stood up against 
the cyclone and tidal wave that swept 
the area in November, 'WO? ' 


He hit. on a new fiber .glass building 


method for Bangladesh .located near 
chemical plants in India which make pol- 
yester resin and fiber glass cloth. Bang- 
ladesh has plenty of jute fiber filler. 


"The panels are wedge shaped like a 


piece of pie," he explained. "We bolt 
them together in a dome shaped house 
that can be disassembled-and moved. 
That's another attraction of the method 
considering the confused conditions in 
Bangladesh right now." 


Woudenberg was in the United States 


briefly in January getting new technical 
information on fiberglass- construction. 
He said he found the houses could be 
built for as little as $300.

I've 
heard about Social Security Disability 
payments but presume since my husband 
earns $8200 a year, I can't get it. Is this 
correct? 


A— No. There is no income test for so- 


cial Security disability payments. If you 
meet the earnings requirement and the 
severity requirement, you can receive 
these payments despite what your hus- 
band earns.

"If you dig people, this kind of place is 


for you." 


Mark Kuhn, 17, a resident of Maryville 


Academy in Des Plaines, added, "If I 
had it to do all over again, 1 would still 
want to live here. I've met all kinds of 
people and learned what they're like. 
I've kept busy and taken advantage of 
the opportunities and activities here. 


"I don't hate it, but I'm not madly in 


love with it. It's In between being my 
home away from home. I guess I'm an 
in-between guy." 


Now a senior at Maine North High 


School in Des Plaines, Mark has lived at 
the Maryville home for 400 dependent 
children for 8'A years. 


In addition to his full days of classes at 


Maine North, Mark alio helps manage 
the school's radio station and is in 
charge of the make-up crew for school 
plays. At Maryville, he is student editor 
of the academy's monthly newsletter and 
advertising director for the yearbook. 


"I'M USUALLY SO busy that I just 


can't plan in advance," Mark said. He 
hasn't always been "involved," he 
added 


"I was a real brat when I first came 


here. It was hard for me to hav6 any- 
body tell me what to do, especially nuns. 
I always tried to prove my point and as 
a result I was arguing with everybody. 
But I had a counselor who explained a 
lot of things to me and got me to admit 
that sometimes I was wrong," Mark 
said. 


"I finally started shaping up. 1 still 


stuck up for my ideas, but I decided I'm 
here and I'm gonna make the best of it. I 
found out that hitting people didn't solve 
anything. Now I'd be more than happy to 
do anything for Maryville within my abil- 
ity," he added. 


"I do think that it would have been 


easier for me if someone had sat down 
with me when I first came and explained 
to me on my own level why I was here. 
They kept saying, 'We're gonna send you 
home in & month.' I could still be waiting 
for that month if someone hadn't finally 
leveled with me," Mark said. 


Making friends was never a problem, 


according to Mark. 


"The first day I was here I spent all of 


my money buying candy for everybody," 
he joked. 


INS MARYVILLE friends have come 


and gone, but some have lived there 
longer than he has, Mark said. "It's ensy 
to get acquainted through the activities 
and dances and meals we have togeth- 
er." He said he also tries to get to know 
the younger children as their paths cross 
in the halls of the academy. 


Mark has also found friends at Maine 


North and at Maine West High School in 
Des Plaines, where he spent his first 
year of high school. Many of them come 
to Maryville to visit, he said. 


"There are others who ask questions 


about Maryville, about what it's like to 
live here It doesn't bother me ... it's a 
natural curiosity," he said. "But this is 
not an orphanage and it makes kids mad 
to hear people call it that. I don't care 
what people say as long as I know the 
truth." 


Mark and his brother Al, a senior at 


Notre Dame High School in Niles and a 
7& year resident of Maryville, "don't get 
together too much," Mark said. "We 
have different friends and interests. I 
don't think we would have been much 
closer even if we'd lived together at 


home." Home is in Elmhurst, where 
Mark spends almost every weekend with 
his mother, "We're very close," he 
added. 


"Nothing can replace a parent," Mark 


said. "The counselors and social workers 
here are great, but they're substitutes. 
We know they're not our parents no mat- 
ter how strong of a relationship we have 
with them." 


THROUGH HIS activities at Maryville, 


Mark said he has become "closer than a 
lot of kids" to the counselors and to the 
priests who direct the academy. 


"When things go wrong, I'm not afraid 


to go to them, 1 don't b.s. with them ei- 
ther. I've learned to admit my faults. 
Everybody makes mistakes — even 
counselors. I would like to see some of 
them show that they are wrong if they 
are. Maybe there wouldn't be as much of 
a generation gap if more people were 
willing to own up to their mistakes and 
to look at things through each other's 
viewpoints," Mark said. 


"That's just my opinion. This place has 


been good for learning about different 
kinds of viewpoints. Deep down I think 
all of the kids like it here, although some 
of them say that they don't and that 
Maryville should be changed. 


"I agree, a lot of changes are needed. 


Things need to be modernized ... maybe 
the kids could help more in planning new 
facilities and activities. Things could be 
planned for the kids' point of view, back- 
ed by adult maturity and experience," 
Mark said. 


"I think Maryville should be more 


open, too. Seniors shouldn't be the only 
ones allowed to go home on weekends. 
The kids here need more of a sense of 
what the world is like other than at the 
academy and at school," he added. 


"I'D ALSO LIKE to see the community 


provide more job opportunities for Mary- 
ville kids. I think it would be advan- 
tageous to the kids and to the com- 
panies," he said. 


After a four-year hitch in the military 


service beginning this September, Mark 
said he hopes to find a job with the juve- 
nile department of a police force. He 
said he hopes to train to become an Illi- 
nois state policeman, \ 


"I picked police work because it's ex- 


citing and I want to deal with people ev- 
ery day. That's my kind of thing. I'm 
used to meeting all sorts of people with 
different problems, I'd like to work with 
the kids and really be straight with 
them. I've had counselors at Maryville 
who have been that way with me and it's 
really left an impression. I think being 
honest leads to a happier life," Mark ex- 
plained. 


He stressed his belief that Maryvilte's1 


inhabitants, although bound by a com- 
mon situation, are very different. 


"You look at me and say, 'This guy is 


really busy." But everyone at Maryville 
isn't busy with the things I'm busy with. 
Everyone has the opportunity to do wEat 
they want here, but they have to do It in 
their own way. 


"WE'RE NO different from other kids 


in our desire to do our own thing. But 
I'm convinced that it can be done here as 
well as if we were living at home. There 
are good and bad times here, just like in 
a home. If things were always good, 
we'd all be like machines probably," 
Mark said. 


"At least when I leave I won't have to 


look back to realize Maryville's opportu- 
nities. I've already found them. I'll prob- 
ably look back and wonder why I didn't 
do more," he added.

A study of public school finance will be 


discussed by several hundred educators, 
state legislators, and community leaders 
from 10 states at a two-day conference 
beginning today in Arlington Heights. 


The federally-funded four-year study 


found that "great inequalities exist" in 
the amount of funds raised and spent in 
the school districts of nearly every State, 
resulting in unequal educational opportu- 
nities.

ly by the federal government. 


Education agencies in all 50 states, uni- 


versities, and the federal Office of Edu- 
cation jointly participated in the study of 
contemporary problems in financing edu- 
cation. The project was administered 
through the Florida Department of Edu- 
cation and the University of Florida at 
Gainesville. 


THE STUDY is a analysis of all state 


systems of school finance. It critiques 
them in light of the changing role of edu- 
cation in American society. 


The conference in Chicago will begin at 


1 p.m. with remarks by Michael J, Bak- 
alls, superintendent of public in- 
structions and will end at noon tomorrow 
with a talk by Martin W. Essex, Ohio 
superintendent of public instruction, on 
how the states can utilize the study. 


Among the afternoon, evening, and 


morning sessions scheduled in between, 
are several presentations and panel ses- 
sions led by Dr. Roe L. Johns, project 
director and professor of education ad- 
ministration at the University of Florida. 


The program for today includes a com- 


puter simulation at 7:30 p.m. to show al- 
ternatives to present State aid programs.

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Dogs May Sniff Out Plane Hijackers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Airplane hi- 


jackers who have sidestepped weapons 
detection devices, sky marshals and psy- 
chological profiles may find themselves 
facing a different obstacle — the cold, 
quivering nose of a German Shepherd. 


In a test sponsored by the Federal 


Aviation Administration, dogs are being 
trained to sniff out explosives in airline 
luggage. 


FAA Administrator John H. Shaffer 


said the government will spend $34,000 to 
train four German Shepherds and their 
handlers. At the end of a 20-week course, 
the dogs will be assigned to Washington 
National Airport and Dulles International 
Airport outside Washington, 
both of 


which are operated by the FAA. 


If the dog patrol works, "the concept 


could be adopted by other airports thus 
further increasing the odds against suc- 
cessful hijackings or acts of sabotage," 
Shaffer said. 


FAA OFFICIALS said the dogs will not 


be sniffing passengers boarding airliners 
with carry-on luggage. Basically, the 
dogs would be used to check luggage in 
the airport or In a jetliner's cargo hold. 


But In the event of a bomb scare, the 


dogs could be brought into the passenger 
compartment of the airliner to check for 
explosives. 


According to an FAA spokesman, the 


dogs wiil be trained at the Canine Corps 
School of the Washington Metropolitan 
Police Department. 


When they graduate, the dogs and their 


handlers, who will be police officers, will 
stage a 45-day test at the airports to de- 
termine the effectiveness of the idea. 


When the test is finished, the dogs will 


bo turned over to the police, but left 
available to the FAA on request. 


Shaffer is confident the experiment 


with the dogs will work. "Dogs already 
security tasks and should prove a valu-

Tuesday, March 7, .voting day, the citi- 
zens of this state will be pleaded with 
and put upon. Sam Yorty will yearn for a 
return to the days "when we had the 
Communists on the ropes." George 
McGovern will try to make himself 
heard over the babies with stomach gas. 
And Ed Muskie, picking roast beef from 
his teeth, win go on and on and on about 
new leadership. 


It's all circus, of course. And New 


Hampshire residents know this better 
than most. The state has fewer than 
500,000 eligible voters, merely a fourth of 
one per cent of the nation's electorate.

them. Ice fisherman Bed Reynolds says 
he stopped listening to candidates years 
ago when he determined that; "Nothing 
they say is worth a pinch of bug dust."

'the glow and glare, of political bomb- 
ilations. "When it gets below zero," says 
retired millworker Harold Sutton, "why, 
I wouldn't go out and listen if Jesus 
Christ asked for my support." 


Yet, 
in the main, New Hampshire 


would have the political humbug no other 
way. The state holds dear its claim as 
conductor of the nation's first primary.

And 
Salle would be poring over and arguing 
local liens. 


That's not the way it iSi 
Salte is the advocate instead for men 


who've been sentenced to prison for mur- 
der, «rmed robbery and assorted felon- 
ies. Hardened criminals, you'd call them. 
She's not always out to prove their in- 
nocence. She just wants them to get a 
fair shake within the prescribed law, as 
human beings. She is a lawyer involved 
in prison reform. 


"A young man died in San Qucntin," 


she says, "Fred Blllingsley, a 24-year-old 
black guy. He died a very brutal kind of 
death in B section. Thai's one of those 


A radical. 


"I've never been involved with some- 


thing called radical before. I'm a regis- 
tered Democrat and belonged to the 
League of Women Voters. I'm on the 
board of the Legal Aid Society of Marin 
County." 


ONE OP THE first prisoners who ever 


wrote her was a man named Frank Chu- 
bin, originally convicted for assault with 
a deadly weapon, paroled, then jailed 
again on another assault'charge. After 
some legal maneuvering, he was re- 
leased on bail. For the next 22 months, he 
was a model citizen, an iron worker in 
O a k l a n d 
who joined Alcoholics 


Anonymous and repatterned his life. 
When the California Adult -Authority 
tried-to have him imprisoned again on a 
technical legality, there was local and 
national clamor and, represented by 
Mrs. Soladay, Chubin was kept out of jail 
by getting a 10-month parole.

places where a guy is kept 2314 hours a 
day in tiers. They're warehouses. 


"HE WAS IN a fourth tier. He had 


been psychotic and was sent to the psy- 
cho ward a year ago December. Last 
February he was tear-gassed and he 
choked to death. About 15 guards were 
removing him from his cell because he 
had gone berserk and put the cell on fire, 
some guards alleged. After he died, his 
parents contacted me." 


Salle had already become known, 


starting in 1068, for her work in seeking 
better prison conditions. The Blllingsley 
case, on which she filed a claim, re- 
ceived considerable publicity. And for 
Salle it meant harassment. She claims 
prison officials made it more difficult for 
her to visit inmates, that she had to wait 
interminably to visit clients, that prison- 
ers were gassed and transferred to 
poorer quarters after seeing her. 


"Also," says Salle subjectively, "you 


become an outlaw of your society — I'm 
regarded as kind of funny, a bleeding 
heart liberal who's running around doing 
something with those damn prisons, 
being conned by everybody in the world. 


she says, "don't come out better. Punish- 
ment occurs in prison. We have a lot of 
paper work which says rehabilitation. 
But we're inflicting such misery on 
people in prison that God help us when 
those people get out." 


It's also her rationale for the violent 


outbreaks within the last six months at 
San Quentin and Attica and the general 
turbulence in prisons all over the coun- 
try. 


"It seems inevitable," she shrugs. 


"You lock a kid in the closet, in the dark, 
he's eventually going to bang the door 
down. You know how much gas is used in 
those prisons? We're violent with what 
we do in our institutions, and until we 
quit we're going to get this violence 
back. 


"There's some misconception that if 


you're for changing prisons, you. obvious- 
ly hate police and guards. But that's not 
true at all. I've talked to .police associ- 
ations and told them, 'Hey, you guys 
need to be represented.' They're for 
some changes. But they're afraid to 
talk."

Stamp Folders Now Available 


The 1071 commemorative stamp fold- 


ers are now available to the public, 
marking the first time in history that 
such mini-albums have been distributed 
nationwide through post offices. 


?>hmp folders contain all the com- 


memorative stamps issued in 1971, plus 
two Christmas stamps issued on Nov. 10. 
The starter kits are on sale in the Mount 
Prospect Post Office. 


The kit;) contain 24 commemorative 


stamps and a mini-album with a descrip- 
tion of each. They are primarily de- 
signed to encourage stamp collecting by 
young persons and cost $2.50. 


"The stamp folders make it possible 


for young adults and collectors to pur- 
chase a full year's issue of com- 
memorative stamps at one time," said 


Theodore Geocaris, postmaster. "It is 
contemplated, that mini-albums will be 
made available annually." , 


Earlier this year Phoenix and Provi- 


dence sold similar folders which proved 
extremely popular with a sellout of more 
than 17,000 in four days. 


The folders 10 by 10 inches, will con- 


tain a description of each stamp together 
with the packet of 24 commemorative 
stamps issued during the year and stamp 
hinges which can be used to affix the 
stamps to the folder. 


The hinges are a glassine strip .which 


collectors use for the mounting of stamps 
without harming the folder or the 
stamps. Residents desiring these folders 
are urged to obtain them soon as the sup- 
ply is limited, 


"Buddhism" is spelled out in English 
and to the left Jananese characters for 
"Scripture Without Words." 


A giant bodhi-tree sheltering followers 


of Buddha occupies the upper half of the 
reverse with the reclining figure of Bud- 
dha in the state of Nirvana in the lower 
half. At the bottom of the reverse just 
under the pedestal are the personal be- 
longings of a monk — a begging bowl, a 
robe, a needle, a string of 108 beads, a 
razor and a filter to strain his drinking 
water. 


In the reverse field, super-imposed by 


the tree trunk is the four-pointed symbol 
of the Four Noble Truths and a wheel 
representative of the Noble Eightfold 
Path. All of the devices and symbols per- 
tinent to the Buddhist religion along with 
a thumbnail sketch of the religion itself 
is provided in a booklet that accom- 
panies each medal. 


Other series medals available include 


the BAHA'I Faith, Lutherans, Catholic, 
Jewish, United Methodist and Presby- 
terian. Each measures 1% inches in 
diameter and close to %-inch thick. 
Bronze medals in an unlimited edition 
are unnumbered. Pure silver with an an- 
tique oxidized finish is limited to 10,000 
serially numbered pieces, and gold med- 
al filled (l/10th 14 kt.) with a 24-karat 
gold finish limited to 500 serially num- 
bered pieces constitute the total issue of 
each medal.

Dependent as we are on electric power, 


it's a toss-up for some as to whether a 
power failure is a greater disaster in 
winter than in summer. Most would opt 
for winter bringing on the greatest hard- 
ship since it often means there is not 
heat in bitter weather. If you cook elec- 
trically, it also can mean no hot food. 


t There is nothing you can do personally 
about the power failure. To try would be 
foolhardy. Chances are, the failure is no- 
where near you. If a line has fallen close 
to you,' however, stay clear of it. Notify 
the company of its location but don't go 
near it. Warn off others if it is in a traf- 
fic area. A barricade of some kind is in 
order. Notify police. 


Meanwhile, there is the problem of get* 


ting along without electricity. Since auto- 
matic furnaces use electricity to run the 


controls and forced-air furnaces need 
electricity to operate blowers, the odds 
are against you. 


Naturally, you are without light as 


well. 


No house should be without a supply of 


flashlights, extra dry cells and candles. 


If you have a fireplace and it is usable 


(and you have fuel), by all means get it 
going and herd the family into the room, 
closing off the rest of the house. Even 
without a fireplace, it's a good idea to 
get everyone together in a single room 
with plenty of blankets. 


If you can, pick a room with the smal- 


lest number of outside walls and, if pos- 
sible, one that is sunny. 


Keep freezer doors closed. The con- 


tents will remain good for 36 to 48 hours 
if not disturbed. Open refrigerator doors 
as little as possible. Store foods that will 


spoil easily in a closed container .out- 
doors. 


Disconnect appliances such as refrig- 


erators, furnace blowers, freezers, elec- 
tric pumps. If the washer and dryer 
were going, turn them off. If everything 
were to go back on at once, the power 
surge might cause an overload in the 
house wiring. 


There also is the danger of power 


being restored at partial voltage. Motors 
work harder to make up for'the differ- 
ence and become damaged. 


A plugged-in lamp that glows faintly 


indicates partial voltage. When it glows 
brightly, turn other things on one at a 
time.

Clearing The Way For Kings And Presidents 
Was This Roadblock Really Needed? 


by TOM T1EDE 


NEW YORK — Some years ago, while 


attempting to cross a thoroughfare in 
Saigon, 1 was abruptly set upon by a 
force of rifle-wielding Vietnamese police- 
men. They pointed their weapons at my 
chest. Grabbed me by the underarms. 
And, screaming abuse, told me to get 
back to the curb or be arrested. 


My error, it turned out, was that I was 


going to use the avenue at about the 
same time as was the president of South 
Vietnam. He was en route by automobile 
from Point A to Point B and. following 
his prerogatives, had had the police clear 
traffic off the streets. Naturally, this 
clearing was done with dispatch — and 
any citizen who disobeyed, like myself, 
was dealt with rudely. 


The 
whole thing left me seething. 


There I stood, with thousands of other 
simple subjects, waiting without moving, 
until an Almighty passed by. My rights 
were nullified. My dignity damaged. I 
was being reminded by the state of my 
inferiority to the state, Slow, slow burn. 
It was a full five minutes before the 
president passed, sirens churning. 


What a crummy little country, I 


thought. Clearing the streets for kings 
was postively medieval. 


t recount the experience here, years 


after, as something of an apology to 
South Vietnam. I still think it's an un- 
pleasant little country, but I've since 
learned that its habits of clearing the 
streets for its kings is not so medieval 
after all. In fact, that country is merely 
following the lead of the United States. 


Recently, here in New York City, here 


in the U.S. of A., here where so many 
people believe they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable rights, 
among them Life, Liberty and the Right 
to Cross the Street — here, of all places, 
1 have again been denied what I call my 
intersectlonal rights. 
"EAHLY THE other evening, while try- 
ing to get from one side of Manhattan to 
the other, I drove off the West Side High- 
way only to be commanded to a sudden 
stop at 35th Street and 10th Avenue. The 


light was green. But three policemen, 
pistols on their hips, clubs in their hands, 
said it was definitely no go. 


Why not? 


"The President is using the road." 
President Nixon, indeed, was in town. 


He and his family were going to the the- 
ater. Not on official business, not meet- 
ing on the matters which affect us all as 
his constituents — but going to the the- 
ater. I don't know how many streets 
were blocked off for the occasion. Local 
authorities won't even reveal how many 
police were used (obviously hundreds) to 
accomplish the clearing actions. But in 
this town of eight million people, many 
had to be affected. 


There were at least 100 cars stalled on 


my block alone. Honking their horns in 
ignorance. Driving up the sidewalks. And 
the whole of us waited there, drumming 
our fingers, for an eternal 20 minutes un- 
til Mr. Nixon drove by. 


"YA BUM," one driver said, help- 


lessly, "ya big bum." 


In fairness, I suppose, not everybody 


who was .inconvenienced by the Presi- 
dent that evening was angered by it. A 
good many New Yorkers are stargazers.

Arid to them the delay was worth it; if 
only to recall ("I had to wait for the 
President last night") to friends or fami- 
ly- . 


However, I would think the majority of 


blocked motorists were not happy. And 
I've installed myself as their advocate. 
Why, we ask, with respect, should we be 
subjugated to the road habits and theater 
schedules of anyone, president or king? 


The reason, according to authorities, is 


that the President must be protected. 
Jack Warner of the Secret Service says 
that Mr. Nixon receives thousands of 
threatening calls and letters annually, 
and street clearing is just one way of 
securing him from the nuts and maniacs.

sive fleet of bulletproof automobiles; 
three lavish jets valued at $24-million 
more. So carefully is he kept that shark 
nets have been placed in the waters of 
his Florida home. No other head of state 
in the world is so shielded. 


Yet I submit that the clearing of 


streets for kings is still wrong. That it is 
(except in emergency) official excess. 
That it indicates contempt for the popu- 
lace. 


There is, for one. thing, no proof that 


such action is protectively effective (the 
Dallas assassination took place while the 
streets were cleared). And besides, like 
the rest of us, there are some things in 
these times which the President should 
face. If he got stuck in New York's regu- 
lar traffic now and then, and fumed in 
the fumes, and had the derelicts knock 
on his windows for quarters, and looked 
out to see the environment of the desper- 
ate and the delinquent, it might help the 
current arguments to do something about 
the plight of the subjects of this de- 
mocracy.

Appraisers use information culled from 


many sources in their estimate of a fair 
market value for a given house. Revenue 


stamps recorded for Cook County, publi- 
cations of the Society of Real Estate; Ap- 
praisers and area real estate boards are 
included as sources. 


Location is a prime factor in the value 


of a home said Gundelach. Maps allow 
the appraiser to determine how its value 
is affectel by noise level, flood plains, 
traffic patterns and zoning.' Noting that 
zoning "is many times arbitrary, capri- 
cious 
and unreasonable" Gundelach 


said it can change the value of a house.

Nearly four million veterans will be 


hearing from the Veterans Adminis- 
tration In the months ahead as the result 
of two bills signed into law Dec. 15. 


VA insurance officials said 3 9 million 


veterans with "V-prefixed World War II 
National Service Life Insurance (NSLI) 
policies are eligible under PL 92-188, 
commencing in July 1972, to buy addi- 
tional paid up NSLI with insurance divi- 
dends. They will be mailed information 
and asked if they want to use their divi- 
dends that way. 


About 25 per cent, or one million veter- 


ans, they reported, are expected to apply 
in writing for the insurance which re- 
quires no physical examination. Use of 
dividends to buy paid up insurance is 
common practice with commercial insur- 
ance companies, it was noted. 


Officials said 650,000 of the 3.9 million 


NSLI-policy holders have accumulated in- 
surance dividends with the agency. 
These funds are used to pay any 
delinquent premiums to prevent lapse of 
policies, unless the veteran requests in 
writing that his dividends be paid in 
cash, or elects some other option, they 
explained. 


Veterans having accumulated divi- 


dends with VA can expect to hear from 
the agency in June or July. PL 92-188 
becomes effective July 1, and these vet- 
erans have six months to decide if they 
want to use their dividends for additional 
paid up insurance. 


All other eligible NSLI policyholders 


will be notified in advance of their policy 
anniversary dates (dividend due date), 
starting with those which become due 
next July. 


UNDER THE other new law, PL 92- 


193, many of these same veterans and 
others will be notified beginning next 
June before renewal dates of their NSLI 
policies about a new insurance plan 
called Modified Life 70. 


Premiums will be lower than for other 


level premium insurance, it was ex- 
plained, because insurance face value 
will be reduced SO per cent on the veter- 
an's 70th birthday, when many veterans 
feel they require less insurance 


The old Modified Life insurance has a 


face value reduction of SO per cent on the 
insured's 65th birthday. 


About 200,000 veterans who hold old 


Modified Life insurance policies will be 
given an opportunity to convert to the 
new Modified Life 70 plan, VA officials 
added.

Money Was Missing In 'Snoiv BoivV 


THE "COMMA SHIFT RIGHT" has to 


bo the most famous play in the history of 
the National Football League. Just ask 
any present day player. 


It happened in January of 1967 when 


the first Super Bowl was plnyed. Instead 
of the usual four-figure amount for a title 
game, winning players pocketed $15,000. 


"One thousand five hundred instead of 


$15,000 . . . " Charley Ewart said 
thoughtfully. And woll would he marvel 
at the money this Sunday's Super Bowl 
winner and the past five other champions 
have cashed in on since that first inter- 
lengue game. 


Charley was a part of the pro game 


when SI,"DO wns the windfall for winning 
n championship, this Arlington Heights 
resident was both backfield coach and 
general manager when the Philadelphia 
fugles defeated the Chicago Cardinals 
for the title in 1948. 


"In those days they would fight for 


$10," Ewart recalled while discussing the 
club's 
incentive 
bonuses 
for 
inter- 


ceptions, fumble recoveries and the like. 


"When I became backfield coach, I 


recommended another one — anytime 
the lineman dumped the passer with the 
ball, he got $10," said Ewart. "And let 
me tell you they FOUGHT to get to that 
passer. 


"Now 
look at this — $15,000 sitting 


right out there against $7,500 for the los- 
er. This thing has changed tremendously 
in the last 20 years or so. Television has 
built it up — built up the money . . . 
Television has had its influence even in 
timeouts for commercials and even for 
playing on Christmas day." 


Ewnrt was coaching when fans stayed 


at home and listened to the pro games on 
radio. This was the era when the train 
was still the chief means of trans- 
portation to away games, although the 
Eagles pioneered ccnist-to-coust trips by 
airplane In IDlfi. 


"They put us all in DC-3's and divided 


the personnel up evenly," chuckled Char- 
ley. "They put one center in one and an- 
other center In another plane. 


"There wns this little incident where 


one kid was scared to'death of flying and 
he had a blanket over him all the way. 
We went from Philadelphia and we 
stopped for gas at Columbus, Kansas 
City and Albuquerque before we got to 
Los Angeles — 18 hours by plane. Ever 
hear of Allie Sherman, former coach of 
the New York Giants? He was a third- 
string quarterback and he flew with the 
blanket over him all the way." 


Ewart's career began modestly at Yale 


University. After starting off and on his 
sophomore year, he quarterbacked the 
Bulldogs fulltime his junior and senior 
years (1036-37). Guiding him was back- 
field coach Greasey Neale, a man he 
would work under a decade later at 
Philadelphia. After several years of 
coaching at Wesleyan University and 
Dartmouth, he went to war. Then he was 
hired by Neale. 


"In '46 we won six and lost five," said 


Charley of his first season as a pro 
conch, "and I thought we needed tighter 
discipline. We tightened It up the next 
year and we won the Eastern Division 
title. And we tightened it up a bit more 
when I became the manager." 


One incident before the regular season 


regarding discipline helped set the tempo 
toward the title, but Ewart didn't realize 
it at the time. The Eagles had a very 
strict no drinking rule. An assistant 
trainer showed up after an exhibition 
game drunk on his feet and Ewart fired 
him on the spot. He said he did so be- 
cause it was vital to have him in top 
shape to take care of those injuries that 
usually show themselves several hours 
after a game. 


"Along about the 10th ball game after 


we had won the title, I said to Greasey, 
'You know, we have a pretty well be- 
haved ball club.' 


"And 
he said, 'Don't you know why? 


They're scared of you because of the 
way you fired that guy . . .' " 


The first two games of the season 


hardly resembled a big year, however. 
After dropping their opener to the Car- 
dinals, 21-14, the Eagles went by train to 
Los Angeles. They jumped out to a 28-7 
and then watched in horror as the Rams 
cape back for a tie.'Then the winning 
stmik began. 


"We played with a second-string quar- 


terback and everybody rose to the occa- 
sion," said Charley of what he termed 
the most pivotal game of the season. 
"We beat the Bears 12-7 with Sid Luck- 
man getting dumped in the end zone for 
a safety on the last play of the game.

"We clinched the title in the 10th ball 


game by winning the eight straight. And 
then we went up to Boston the next week 
and we got clobbered 38-17.1 couldn't be- 
lieve it. I knew we were going to 'have a 
letdown, but we collapsed!" 


However, the coaches used this humili- 


ating loss to get the team up for the 
championship with the Cards, the same 
team that had defeated them in the title 
game the year before, 28-21. 


The '48 championship contest could 


hnvci been called the "Snow Bowl" be- 
cause one of the worst blizzards in Phila- 
delphia history hit that weekend. 


"There was a lot of talk about calling 


the game off because there were no lines 
on the field," said Ewart. "There was so 
much snow that the players had to take 
the tarp off." 


With the tarp rolls located just off -the 


edges of the sidelines to act as out-of- 
bounds 
barriers, 
the 
game 
began. 


Through three snow-plagued quarters 
there was no scoring. Then the Eagles 
recovered a fumble on the Cardinal 17- 
yard line late in the final period. Using 
all running plays, they scored. 


Through his outstanding work as both 


backfield coach and manager, this 33- 
year-old whiz was offered the job as 
head coach of the Boston team which 
had beaten the Eagles so decisively. 


"I thought these kids were pretty 


good," snid Ewart. So he took the job 
with the newly moved franchise in New 
York,' However, disaster hit when four 
Bulldogs were injured, and four others 
didn't bother to come out for the team". 
Needless to say, with eight top veterans 
missing the Bulldogs had a losing season. 
Ewnrt retired after that to pursue a writ- 
Ing career. 


The Bulldogs merged the next year 


with the New York Yanks. Later on this 
franchise moved to Dallas and, still lat- 
er, ended up in Baltimoe. And so the 
franchise Ewart was 'once a part of be- 
came last year's Super Bowl champion. 


"Ours was a tremendous year for that 


time," said Ewart, "but against today's 
standards, it's different."

Pressure defense scored points for the

ed potatoes. Even they differ from the 
usual. He said he uses about eight red- 
skinned spuds about two or three inches 
in diameter, plus Vi pound of butter and 
an unspecified amount of heavy cream. 
He boils and mashes the unskinned po- 
tatoes, first by hand and then with a. bat- 
t e r y-operated gadget. " This amount 
serves four. 


One of the few foreign recipes in his 


repertoire is German-style pancakes, 
with a mix for the batter. 


He cooks them in authentic, or skillet, 


size, with a filling of raw apples, cinna- 
mon and sugar. Powdered sugar is -the 
.usual topping, but he sometimes uses 
blue cheese instead. 


Estes said that cooking is fun but it is 


not his major hobby. 


"I know it sounds corny; but my big- 


gest hobby is people. I like to see them 
get along." 


Drawing on his college studies in be- 


havioral sciences, he lectures to univer- 
sity and high school groups. The subjects 
he covers include narcotics and social 
relationships — between blacks and 
whites, between religious groups and be- 
tween students and faculty, students and 
parents and students and students.

She Combines Cabbage And Noodles 


by LOIS SEILER 


A Czechoslovakia!! dish that Mrs. John 


A. Cserep of Buffalo Grove learned to 
make from her father-in-law is a family 
favorite. 


"It's so easy to prepare, yet has a dif- 


ferent and delicious flavor," Joyce Cse- 
rep explained. 


The dish simply consists of two in- 


gredients — cooked noodles and cabbage. 
However, the secret to its success is in 
browning the cabbage, which gives it a 
special flavor. She mixes the cabbage 
and noodles and serves the dish with 
meat balls, meat loaf or chicken. 


Because her family isn't fond of highly- 


seasoned food, Joyce makes her meat 
balls fairly plain, but she cooks them in 
a flavorful sauce, consisting of canned 
beef gravy and mushroom soup. 


"This is ideal for an electric skillet," 


Joyce said, "and if you aren't serving 
the meat balls as an accompaniment for 
the noodle and cabbage dish, they may 
be served over cooked noodles."Pickled 
beets are a good accompaniment. It's an 
inexpensive yet hearty dish for a cold 
winter's night." 


Another "quickie" recipe that Joyce 


has enjoyed is for. a simple spaghetti 
sauce. She credits Del Monte Stewed To- 
mates for giving the sauce its savory fla- 
vor. 


She chops the stewed tomatoes in the 


blender, then mixes them with tomato 
puree, browned Italian sausage and 
ground beef. Cooked until all the in- 
gredients blend, the sauce is served over 
spaghetti. 


"The green pepper, celery and onion in 


the stewed tomates give this sauce all 
the flavor it needs and no seasonings are 
necessary," Joyce said. 


Neither hot nor spicy, this sauce is 


mild and sweet-tasting which suits her 
family's preference. 


CHOPPED CABBAGE and noodles 
are the only two ingredients for a 
Cxechoslovakian dish Mrs. John A. 
Cserep learned to make from her fa- 
ther-in-law. The secret to its success 
is browning the cabbage which im- 
parts a special flavor.

It's not often that I get excited about a 


particular cook book although my library 
contains several hundred tomes of every 
description. Some are good, some bad, 
some indifferent. 


But, I place a gold star on "Cooking 


with Helen McCutly Beside You," a Ran- 
oE House Beautiful Magazine. It not only 
offers recipes, but menus to accompany 
the dish you might be Interested in pre- 
paring. 


Then, there is a cooking schedule so 


you know where to begin, how much 
time you will need, what can be pre- 
pared In advance, how to organize, 
equipment and Ingredients needed and 
step by step instructions. Illustrations 
are of types of good equipment. 


A recipe which caught my eye for a 


winter dinner was this for roast stuffed 
chicken. The menu includes giblet gravy, 
potatoes dauphinois (sliced in milk and 
baked with cheese), whole baked to- 
matoes, vanilla ice cream with hot 
chocolate sauce, and coffee. Good enough 
for anybody. 


FOR THE MAIN dish select a 4 to S'/fe- 


pound roasting chicken. Allow to come to 
room temperature (remove from refrig- 
erator 3>-'a hours before cooking). Pre- 
pare a stuffing by melting 6 tablespoons 
butter in a stutcepan. Add 1 onion, peeled 
and minced in 'a cup water. 


Cook over moderate heat until water 


boils away and onion is limp and trans- 
parent. Combine with 1 rib of celery 
chopped, 15 to 20 sprigs of parsley min- 
ced, 
1 teaspoon thyme, 2% cups of fine 


dry bread crumbs, salt and freshly 
ground pepper to taste. Stuffing should 
be moist when mixed but not soggy. 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Wash 


chicken and wipe dry. Rub inside with 
cut side of half a fresh lemon. Stuff 
chicken with dressing, fasten opening 
with metal skewers and truss. Place on 
rack in roasting pan. Rub entire surface 
of chicken lightly with butter, sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. 


Roast in preheated oven uncovered for 


1 hour and 20 to 30 minutes, depending 
on size. Baste every 15 minutes with pan 
juices. If juice is insufficient add more 
melted butter. To test for doneness, 
pierce drumstick at thickest part with a 
fork. Juices should run clear yellow. The 
leg should feel soft when squeezed. 


Allow chickea to rest for 15 to 20 min- 


utes after removing from the oven, 
which will make carving easier.

Main Dish Mushroom Souffle 


More people are entertaining at home 


these days « and looking for impressive 
dishes to serve that are relatively un- 
co m p l i c a t e d — and definitely in- 
expensive. 


A main dish souffle, which is looked 


upon as luxury fare, can generally be put 
together with staples you probably have 
In the larder. 


Canned mushrooms, In fact, arc one of 


the best ways to make any dish seem 
special — with hardly any work on your 
part It's all been done by the canners 
who process only freshly picked mush- 
rooms at their peak of quality. Mush- 
rooms lose about 40 per cent of their 
weight In processing or In home cooking, 
so that a 3 or 4-ounce can of mushrooms 
may be used interchangeably in a recipe 
calling for a half-pound of the fresh. Sim- 
itnrarly, a 6 or 8-ounce can of mush- 
rooms may be used In place of one pound 
of the fresh. 


You don't have to be born under a 


lucky star to be able to whip up a credit- 
able souffle. Here is a recipe for Mush- 
room Salmon Souffle that is made with 
simplified techniques and is virtually 
foolproof. It calls for only four in-

1 large head cabbage,

Melt margarine: add chopped cabbage 


and cook about 15 minutes, stirring occa- 
sionally as cabbage cooks down. As it 
starts to brown, stir frequently and cook 
an additional 5 to 10 minutes, until well- 
browned. 


In the meantime, cook bow noodles ac- 


cording to package directions. (Medium- 
size shell noodles may be substituted.) 
Drain well. 


Stir noodles and cabbage together and 


serve immediately. (It can be made 
ahead and re-heated;) Serves 8 to 10. 


MEAT BALLS AND GRAVY 


2 pounds ground beef 
1 egg, slightly beaten 
1 small onion, chopped 
% cup cracker crumbs 


Salt and pepper to taste 


1 can Franco-American beef 


gravy 


1 can golden mushroom soup 
Mix ground beef, egg, onion, cracker 


crumbs' and seasonings together and 
form 
into medium-size meat balls. 


Brown in margarine, and drain off 
grease. 


Mix together beef gravy and mush- 


room soup and pour into skillet with 
meat balls. Cover and simmer about 30 
minutes over low heat or at 250 degrees 
in electric skillet. Serves 4 to 5. 


SIMPLE SPAGHETTI SAUCE 


4 cans (1-lb.) Del Monte Stewed 


Tomatoes 
( 


1 large can tomato puree 


IVa pounds Italian sausage (mild) 


1 pound ground beef 
Place stewed' tomatoes in blender and 


chop for a second. Combine with puree. 


Cut sausage into one-inch pieces and 


brown. Then brown ground beef. Com- 
bine the two and the tomatoes and cook, 
covered, for 1% hours over low heat, 
stirring occasionally. Serve over cooked 
spaghetti with Parmesan cheese. 


ARROZ CON POLLO 


Chicken And Rice Ole 


If you've a wedding anniversary com- 


ing up, or wish you did, here's a menu 
for intimitate dining a deux. It's de- 
signed primarily for you and the man in 
your life (or future), but will gladden the 
hearts of any two hungry people of the 
same or opposite sex. 


Chicken and Rice Ole is a simplified 


version of that Spanish classic, Arroz con 
Polio. When you see how easy it is to 
prepare, you'll probably want to stamp 
your feet and shout "Ole." Three of the 
main ingredients are in one package of 
frozen rice and peas with mushrooms, 
which means that you can relax most of 
the time dinner is cooking. 


For a candlelit dinner, serve this 


chicken with a well-chilled bottle of Cali- 
fornia dry sauterne and an assortment of 
raw vegetable relishes. And plan a 
simple dessert of fruit — select peaches, 
strawberries, 
sweet cherries, or red 


raspberries from frozen fruits in quick 
thaw pouches. 


ARROZ CON POLLO 


1 whole chicken breast, split 
2 chicken drumsticks 


Seasoned all-purpose flour 


3 tablespoons salad oil 
1 package (7-oz.) frozen rice 


and peas with mushrooms 


% cup water 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley 


Pinch of saffron 
Coat chicken with seasoned flour; 


brown in oil in skillet. Cover; reduce 
heat, and cook 15 to 20 minutes. Add rice 
and peas with mushrooms, water, pars- 
ley, and saffron. Bring to boil, cover, and 
simmer 8 to 10 minutes. Garnish with 
additional parsley, if desired. Serve hot. 
Makes 2 servings. 


SPIKED FRUIT SAUCE 


OR DESSERT 


1 Package (10 oz.) frozen 


quick thaw fruit, any variety 


1 tablespoon brandy or 


fruit liqueur 
Thaw fruit as directed on package. 


Pour into serving bowl. Add brandy. Stir 
gently to blend. Use as a topping over ice 
cream, pudding, or other dessert. Makes 
about 1 cup. 


For dessert, spoon into individual dish- 


es. Makes 2 servings. 


Baked Alaska For Fine Flavor 


Baked Alaska has been an impressive- 


ly fancy dessert ever since it was first 
dreamed up at Delmonico's restaurant 
about a century ago to celebrate the ac- 
quisition of what is now our 49th State. 


As most dessert lovers know, it's a 


slab of hard-frozen ice cream arranged 
on a layer of cake, then insulated with 
slathers of meringue. It's actually two 
desserts in one and in the following rec- 
ipe either cake or ice cream could be 
served separately. In this vanilla-fla- 
vored version of the classic Alaska, pure 
vanilla has been used in cake, filling and 
meringue. 


This Alaska stores beautifully in the 


freezer for several days. Arrange it on a 
small unfinished piece of wood so that 
the dessert and its insulating platform 
can be lifted from the freezer to a hot 
oven just before serving. Or arrange on 
a sheet of brown paper, then place on 
cookie sheet for baking. 


It's also possible to make Baked 
Alaska with a layer of sponge cake from 
the store and a good vanilla ice cream. 


VANILLA BAKED 


ALASKA EXTRAVAGANZA 


% cup sifted cake flour 
V4 cup unsweetened cocoa 
1 tablespoon cornstarch 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
% teaspoon salt 
4 eggs, separated 
% cup sugar, divided 
1% teaspoons pure 


vanilla extract 


2 tablespoons water 


Vanilla-Orange Ice Cream 


Meringue 


6 egg whites 
% cup sugar 


Sift flour with cocoa, cornstarch, bak- 


ing powder and salt; set aside. In a large 
mixing bowl beat egg whites until soft 
peaks form. Gradually add half of the 


gredients: canned mushrooms, canned 
salmon, canned soup and eggs, (The can- 
nod soup takes the place of homemade 
white sauce, a basic ingredient in most 
souffles.) 


MUSHROOM-SALMON SOUFFLE 


1 can (6 or 8 ounces) or 2 cans 


(3 or 4 ounces each) 
sliced mushrooms 


1 can (1 pound) pink salmon 
1 can (lO'/fe ounces) condensed 


cream of celery soup 


6 eggs, separated 


Thoroughly 
drain 
mushrooms 
and 


salmon; flake salmon. Heat undiluted 
soup in saucepan over low heat until it 
simmers, stirring frequently. Remove 
from heat. Beat egg yolks until thick and 
lemon colored, then stir a little hot soup 
into beaten egg yolks; slowly stir this 
mixture back into rest of soup. Beat egg 
whites until stiff, but not dry. Fold egg 
whites and mushrooms into soup mix- 
ture, gently but thoroughly. Place salm- 
on in bottom of ungreased 2-quart casse- 
role or souffle dish. Pour souffle mixture 
over salmon, and bake in 350 degree 
oven for 1 hour. Serve at once. Yield 6 
servings, 
Baked Alaska 


sugar; beat until stiff and set aside. In a 
small bowl beat egg yolks and vanilla 
until thick. Gradually add remaining 
sugar, beating well. Slowly add water to 
egg yolks while beating; beat 1 minute. 
Pour egg yolk mixture into egg whites, 
gently fold in using rubber spatula. Add 
flour mixture in thirds, carefully folding 
after each addition. Turn batter into a 15 
x 10 x 1-inch jelly roll pan, lined on the 
bottom with lightly greased waxed pa- 
per. Bake in a preheated moderate oven 
(375 degrees) 18 to 20 minutes. Turn out 
immediately onto cooling rack and re- 
move paper. Cool thoroughly. Cut two 
strips of cake the width and length of an 
ice cube tray. (Serve remaining cake 
with ice cream, fruit sauce, etc.) 


Prepare meringue by beating egg 


whites until they stand in soft peaks. 
Gradually add sugar, about 2 tablespoons 
at a time. Beat until egg whites are stiff 
but still shiny. Put one cake layer on a 
wooden board or on a sheet of brown pa- 
per which has been placed on a cookie 
sheet. Top with Vanilla-Orange Ice 
Cream and a second cake layer. With a 
spatula quickly spread meringue over 
entire surface of cake and ice cream 
down to the board or paper. Freeze until 
ready to serve. (It may be frozen for 
several days). Bake in a preheated ex- 
tremely hot oven (500 degrees) for 4 to 5 
minutes or until lightly browned. If 
brown paper has been used, trim from 
edge of Alaska and place on a serving 
plate. Serve immediately. 


Yield: 8 to 10 portions 


VANttLA-ORANGE 


ICE CREAM 


% cup milk 
4 egg yolks or 
2 eggs, lightly beaten 
% cup sugar, divided 
1 can (6 oz.) frozen orange 


juice concentrate, thawed 


3 teaspoons pure vanilla 


extract, divided 


1/8 teaspoon salt 


1 cup heavy cream 
In the top part of a double boiler com- 


bine milk, eggs and % cup of the sugar. 
Cook over hot water, stirring constantly, 
until mixture coats a metal spoon. Cool. 
Stir in orange juice, 2 teaspoons of the 
vanilla extract, salt and remaining J/i 
cup sugar; blend well. Pour into ice cube 
tray (without divider) and freeze until 
ice crystals form around the edges. In a 
small mixing bowl whip cream and re- 
maining 1 teaspoon vanilla extract. Re- 
move orange mixture from freezer. Fold 
in whipped cream. Return to freezer tray 
and freeze until firm, at least three 
hours or overnight.

Cereals and bread are in the next 


group. Use four or more servings — ap-

For nature's 
best contribution to your well-being, 
teens should have four glasses of milk a 
day;

A one-inch 
cube of Cheddar cheese or 2/3 cup of ice 
cream can substutute for % glass of 
milk. 


Keep hi mind that the four food groups 


are very general and basic, flexible 
guidelines to be used in menu planning. 
Choosing full portions of foods high in 
proteins, vitamins and minerals, with 
sweets and fats in moderation, is recom- 
mended by nutritionists for weight con- 
trol and general good health.

After 8 Months Of Inactivity

In making the endorsement, the men- 


tal health board — which serves the 
township auditors in an advisory capac- 
ity — recommended the auditors prepare 
the requested resolution with two stipula- 
tions, The stipulations would protect 
Schaumburg Township residents and the 
board of auditors whatever the outcome 
of 
Community Services' 
application. 


They are: 


—That Community Services, if its ap- 


plication is approved, appoint a Schaum- 
burg Township resident to the proposed 
center's directing board, 


—That, in the event Community Ser- 


vices fails, the township auditors support 
any state funding applications made by 
the Northwest Mental Health Center in 


Glass Recycling Drive Is

Last week's collection of six tons of 


discarded glass bottles and containers 
proved a pleasantly shattering experi- 
ence for members of Hoffman Estates 
Environmental Concerns Committee.

Glass was picked up from a village 


hntl collection point early Monday and 
trucked, by public works vehicles, to the 
Anchor-Hocking Glass Co. reclamation 
depot in Gurnee, 


Payment to the village, which is under- 


writing the test drives, totaled $120, Mrs. 
Gibbons added. 


Although exact trucking costs have not 


yet been determined, Mrs. Gibbons esti- 
mated that the environmental committee 
could receive, about $20 after cartage 
costs. 


"All funds collected by us will be used 


toward the environmental beautification 
of Hoffman Estates," she added. 


Committee members are being assist- 


ed by Youth for Environmental Salvation 
(YES), a Conant High School group. 


The second test drive will be held from 


9 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. Jan. 22 at village hall 
grounds. 


Committee members ask that glass for 


deposit should be clean and free from 
any metal rims, but note that labels need 
not be removed.

fice on the second floor of the municipal 
building. But his faith in good govern- 
ment hasn't changed. 


He cited the current controversy over 


a proposed garbage incinerator in Ar- 
lington Heights, a project he has been 
deeply involved with during the past few 
months, as an example of an on-going 
government action. 


"THERE HAS and will continue to be 


considerable deliberation, at all levels, 
on incineration.

hamsen, the department added a new 
pumper and new rescue squad vehicle, 
and added nine paid employes, bringing 
the staff to 22 


In the first weeks of 1972, the depart- 


ment gained a new engine with a 100-foot 
aerial ladder, he added

Emergency 
Procedures 
Need Study 


A Wheeling couple whose son has suf- 


fered several heart attacks have sug- 
gested that the village revise its plans 
for handling such emergencies. 


Mr. and Mrs. 0. Z. Orlowski wrote the 


village board in response to a Herald sto- 
ry which described a proposed procedure 
for using the village ambulance to pro- 
vide emergency service on a full-time 
basis. 


The couple indicated" that the village's 


proposals are designed for accidents or 
illnesses of unknown origins, and they 
j 


said the village should make special pro- 
; 


visions for the victims of chronic dis- 
eases, such as their son. 


The Orlowskis pointed out that the 


families of such persons often know what 
kind of treatment is needed and what 
hospital can best provide it. 


BECAUSE OF THIS, the Orlowskis 


suggested that the ambulance be per- 
mitted to take the victims of chronic dis- 
eases to hospitals "where they can receive 
special treatment. The village's plan, 
which is still under study, would require 
that the victim be taken to the nearest 
hospital. 


The Orlowskis said that to insure the 


ambulance service is not misused, the 
village could require that victims of 
chronic diseases register with the police 
I 


and fire department. Then when the 
family called for the 'ambulance "their 
calls would set into motion a prior de- 
termined procedure." 


The ambulance would automatically 


take the victim to a specific hospital, the 
couple said, and "the registration pro- 
cess would alleviate some of the burden 
of responsibility for the dispatcher" who 
would normally choose the hospital. 


Even in cases where the ambulance 


would travel to a more distant hospital, 
the Orlowskis said the specialized care 
offered by the hospital might save a life. 


The couple said their son, who is 15, 
j 


has a congenital heart defect and has 
suffered three heart attacks. Each time 
' 


the family has been able to drive the boy 
to Lutheran General Hospital, Park 
Ridge, for treatment, but they said the 
village ambulance would be able to make 
the trip more quickly and safely. 


The couple's letter has been referred to 


the fire and police committee and will be 
considered at a committee meeting at 
7:30 p.m. Jan. 24 in the municipal build- 
ing along with the proposed ambulance 
service procedure.

Clever Move 


On Fire Problem

Whether they knew it or not, the Buf- 


falo Grove Village Board made a politi- 
cally sophisticated maneuver in agreeing 
to turn over the controversy over (ire 
protection in the village to an outside ex- 
port for study. 


It Was a neat move and removes the 


trustees from all blame in reaching a de- 
cision over what to do about the problem 
of two fire departments serving the vil- 
lage. 


Under the current arrangement, all of 


the village north of Checker Road is 
served by the Long Grove Fire Depart- 
ment. The rest of the village is protected 
by the Buffalo Grove Fire Department 
Inc., a private, volunteer group which 
operates under a contract with the 
Wheeling Township Rural Fire Protec- 
tion District. 


While the board has not yet authorized 


the study by Albin Sella of the National 
Loss Control Service, it was generally 
agreed at the last village board work- 
shop meeting that a study is needed. 


THE NUMBER OF people who will be 


irritated by the study depends on what 
recommendations Sella makes to the 
board. Unhappy citizens' ire will now be 
all directed at the consultant, not at any 
of the village trustees. 


The controversy has involved the two 


fire departments, the village trustees, 
and the citizens and feelings over this 
issue run deep. If the trustees act with- 
out the advice of an "out-of-town" ex- 
pert, they can open themselves to 
charges of playing politics and letting 
personal feelings affect their judgment. 


The personal feelings have already re-

suited to name calling on both sides of 
the issue and one trustee told the Herald 
that if the village gets control of the Buf- 
falo Grove Fire Department, the first 
thing he would do is try to get the chief 
fired. 


The citizens are • equally emotional 


about the situation and at one board 
meeting, a member of the audience 
urged the trustees to ask the chief if he 
would still refuse to send the fire depart- 
ment ambulance to the Lake County sec- 
tion of the village if the chief knew his 
daughter was injured in that part of the 
village. 


But now with the expert stepping in the 


heat is off the trustees. All they have to 
do now is find the $6,000 to pay for the 
study and wait for the results. 


When the study is finished and the fur.

This year may be the last opportunity 


for Prospect Heights to become a town 
before it gradually is gobbled up by sur- 
rounding municipalities, according to 
Bob Poltzer, Prospect Heights Improve- 
ment Association (PHIA) president. 


"State statutes for incorporation have 


been made more stringent in the last few 
years to require the consent of municipal- 
ities within a 1'/a-mile radius before an 
area can incorporate," he said. "And the 
laws are getting tighter all the time." 


An incorporation petition filed by the 


PHIA last year was turned down because 
permission from the surrounding towns 
was not obtained. 


Jack

chairman, said the court decision is 
being appealed on the grounds that an 
area with a population of more than 7,500 
people doesn't need the permission of 
s u r r o u n d i n g municipalities to in- 
corporate. 


Giiligan said the courts might make a

HE SAID the committee has talked to 


the village boards of Arlington Heights

Proper Design Would Mean Minimal Pollution 
Board Rules On Incinerator 
Effect 


A properly controlled and designed in- 


cinerator would add a minimal amount 
of pollution to the natural environment, 
according to Charles B. Willard, man- 
ager of the Chicago regional office of the 
state "air pollution control board. 


"And a properly controlled incinerator 


would be essential to obtaining a state 
permit to operate," Willard said. 


Though Willard, who spoke Monday 


night 
at 
the Arlington Heights in- 


cinerator committee meeting, said there 
are no municipal incinerators in the area 
that meet the current federal or state 
standards, the present state of the art of 
incineration is advanced enough that it is 
possible to build one that would be ac- 
ceptable. 


Board Won't Implement Any 'Home Rule' Powers 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board has 


decided not to Implement any "home 
rule" powers granted to municipalities 
under the 1970 Illinois State Constitution. 


At their workshop meeting last Mon- 


day night, the board accepted recom- 
mendations from legislative committee 
member Joseph Grant to "wait and see 
how cities with home rule act and get the 
reaction and feeling of the (state) legis- 
lature before submitting the proposal to 
the people of Buffalo Grove." 


According to the provisions of the state 


constitution, cities with a population of 
over 25,000 ore automatically eligible for 


home rule powers, but smaller commu- 
nities such as Buffalo Grove must hold a 
voter referendum to approve the mea- 
sure. 


The new home rule provision grants 


municipalities wider authority to legis- 
late, tax and incur debt, than did the 1870 
Constitution. • 


In his report, Grant pointed out that 


"there can be little doubt that municipal- 
ities 'will have far greater flexibility un- 
der the provisions of the new Con- 
stitution. However, since there has been 
no experience operating under this provi- 
sion the cities which are operating under 
home rule are proceeding 
cautiously. 


This is not only predicated upon lack of 
experience but also upon reported hostil- 
ity of the state legislature toward this 
grant of power to cities and villages." 


HE ADDED that many representatives 


feel "a fundamental right of the state 
legislature has been usurped by the new 
Constitution in favor of municipalities." 


The trustees felt the best time to con* 


sider whether the village should opt for 
home rule is when the population reaches 
25,000. The present population is esti- 
mated at 17,000. 


Trustee Thomas Mahoney summed up 


the board's sentiments by saying, "The 
village* is going to get to be 25-,000 and by 


that time we'll, know what home rule is 
all about," suggesting that many of the 
unclear 
areas 
surrounding the con- 


stitutional provision will have been clari- 
fied. 


In other action, the trustees delayed 


consideration of invoking a 
penalty 


clause against a contractor in connection 
with construction of village well and re- 
servoir number two. 


They wanted to hear from the village 


engineer and the general contractor, in 
addition to the subcontractor who was 
present at Monday's meeting. The well 
was finished after the deadline set by the 
village. 


The incinerators subcommittee

In discussing air standards which mea- 


sure particulate matter in the air, Will- 
ard 
said 
a properly, controlled in- 


cinerator would emit .15 micrograms 
particulate per cubic meter at the stack, 
which would be reduced to a negligible 
amount as it diffused. 


"This particulate emission for an in- 


cinerator isn't much higher than your au- 
tomobile's particulate emission," Willard 
said, "and everything pollutes in some 
form or another. You can't get away 
from it." 


In the future, the Environmental Pro- 


tection Agency (EPA) will frown on sev- 
eral small incinerators dotting the coun- 
tryside, Willard said. 


"THE EPA WILL STRONGLY recom- 


mend a joint effort between small munic- 
ipalities such as Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect, Rolling Meadows, Buf- 
falo- Grove, .etc., for solid waste dis- 
posal," Willard said. "To begin to get 
your money out of the equipment, an in- 
cinerator should be at least a 1,000-ton- 
per-day model." 


Willard also said' that larger in- 


cinerators are more efficient because 


morg sophisticated equipment can be 
used. Though no villages are cooperating 
in an incinerator project at the present 
time, he fe'els that it will be a desired 
trend in the future. 


In discussing other methods of solid 


waste disposal, Willard said all that com- 
paction can do" is cut down handling 
costs and that rail haul is just passing 
the buck. Landfill permits will become 
increasingly harder to obtain, Willard 
said, and landfilling is not a viable solu- 
tion for more than five to 10 years. 


"There is no evidence that people will 


quit throwing things out instead of re- 
turning or recycling them," Willard said. 
The only ones working on recycling are a 
few boy scouts. 


"At the present time incinerators are 


the only solution that I can see to the 
solid waste problem," Willard said. 


When members of the incinerator sub- 


committee asked how emissions could be 
monitored, Willard said that though only 
smoke monitors are required, other con- 
trols on incinerators will be controlled 
automatically with proper installation. 


"THIS ISN'T LIKE buying a pair of 


socks," Willard said. "You're going to 
get a guarantee with this type of equip- 
ment, which the company has to live up 
to.

A Clever Move 
On Fire Problem 


by CRAIG GAARE 


Whether they knew it or not, the Buf- 


falo Grove Village Board made a politi- 
cally sophisticated maneuver in agreeing 
to turn over the controversy over fire 
protection in the village to an outside ex- 
pert for study. 


It was a neat move and removes the 


trustees from all blame in reaching a de- 
cision over what to do about the problem 
of two fire departments serving the vil- 
lage. 


Under the current arrangement, all of 


the village north of Checker Road is 
served by the Long Grove Fire Depart- 
ment. The rest of the village is protected 
by the Buffalo Grove Fire Department 
inc., a private, volunteer group which 
operates under a contract with the 
Wheeling Township Rural Fire Protec- 
tion District. 


While the board has not yet authorized 


the study by Albin Sella of the National 
Loss Control Service, it was generally 
agreed at the last village board work- 
shop meeting that a study is needed. 


THE NUMBER OF people who will be 


irritated by the study depends on what 
recommendations Sella makes to the 
board. Unhappy citizens' ire will now be 
all directed at the consultant, not at any 
of the village trustees. 


The controversy has involved the two 


fire departments, the village trustees, 
and the citizens and feelings over this 
issue run deep. If the trustees act with- 
out the advice of an "out-of-town" ex- 
pert, they can open themselves to 
charges of playing politics and letting 
personal feelings affect their judgment.

suited to name calling on both sides of 
the issue and one trustee told the Herald 
that if the village gets control of the Buf- 
falo Grove Fire Department, the first 
thing he would do is try to get the chief 
fired.

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To Include Stvimming Pool Complex In Southwest Area 
Massive Improvement Program For Parks Proposed 


by MARCIA KRAMER 


A massive improvement program for 


Palatine parks, including a swimming 
pool complex in the southwest area of 
the village, was proposed Tuesday night 
by the director of the Palatine Park Dis- 
trict. 


Fred P. Hall outlined a tentative $1.1 


million program to the district's board of 
commissioners, which gave him the go- 
ahead to further study and develop the 
plans. 


Hall emphasized that the proposals are 


flexible and indicated he will seek opin- 
ions from community groups and inter- 
ested citizens before devising detailed 
plans for the board's approval. 


No timetable was announced, and Hall 


indicated yesterday "It may take four 
months and It may take two years" be- 
fore plans are formalized, depending on 
"the kinds of reaction and input we get" 
from the public. 


The park improvement program would 


be financed through the sale of general 
obligation bonds, if approved by voters in 
a referendum. 


IF A REFERENDUM effort were suc- 


cessful, the park district would then ap- 
ply for federal assistance from the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment and from the Bureau of Out- 
door Recreation, a division of the U.S. 
Department of the Interior. 


These agencies can provide up to 50 


per cent of the funding for improvement 
of parks and recreational facilities. 


Besides the swimming pool complex, 


which Hall described as "at the top of 
my list," other proposals were: 


—Development of the Palatine trail, a 


bicycle and hiking route along Salt Creek 
from the Winston Park subdivision to 
Deer Grove Forest Preserve. 


—Improvement of existing 
undevel- 


oped land in two 4 to 5-acre parks in the 
Winston Park area and three smaller 
parks in the Hunting Ridge subdivision. 


—Construction of a recreation building 


consisting mainly of a gymnasium, possi- 
bly in Community Park. 


—Development of four tennis courts, 


most likely in the northeast section of 
Palatine, and installation of lights at four 
existing courts. 


—SURFACING OF a multi-use area 


mainly for ice and street hockey in Com- 
munity Park. 


—Construction of a maintenance and 


storage building for park equipment, ei- 
ther near the Palatine Hills golf course' 
or in Community Park. 


—Purchase and development of addi- 


tional park land, believed to be along the 
railroad tracks between Hicks and Plum 
Grove roads. 


Hall said he developed the proposals on 


the basis of "my personal thoughts, the 
collective thoughts of the board," and 
planning consultants. 


Except for the proposed recreation 


building other suggestions are in keeping 


with the park district's master plan, 
which was written in 1964. 


Hall said the park district will provide 


a- representative to speak at meetings of 
"any organization, regardless of size or 
purpose" seeking additional- information 
on the plans or wishing to add its own 
suggestions. 
' 


HE DESCRIBED a swimming pool 


complex as "something any Midwestern 
community not located near a natural 
clear water supply needs more than any- 
thing." 


He suggested an outdoor complex be 


built in Birchwood Park, mainly to serve 
residents of the Pleasant Hills and Hunt- 
ing Ridge subdivisions. 


Estimated cost of the complex, which 


would include both regular-size and wad- 
ing pools, plus a diving area and bath- 
house, is $450,000, though Hall said it 
could be less. 


Development of the Palatine trail, in- 


cluding trail resurfacing, bridges and 
shelters, is estimated at $155,000. 


An additional $70,000 would go toward 


improving undeveloped land in an un- 
named park between Williams and San- 
born drives and in another area north of 
Jane' Addams School. Some $30,000 would 
be used for improvement of three 1 to 
2-acre parks in the Hunting Ridge area. 


HALL SAID construction of a recrea- 


tion building is necessitated by the grad- 
ually increasing use of school gymna-> 
siums by school groups, which means 
less use by outside groups. 


He gave the example of girls' athletic 


programs, which will rise from four this 
year to 10 next year, and will require 
school facilities for practice sessions and 
meets. 


Hall said a $230,000 recreation building 


could be constructed "most advanta- 
geously" in Community Park because of 
its centralized location, or could be put 


in Winston Park or Virginia Lake Park. 
A third possibility' would be land being 
considered for purchase by the park dis"- 
trict between Hicks and Plum Grove 
roads. 


In Hall's proposal, an estimated $60,000 


was allotted for the purchase and devel- 
opment of additional land; $40,000 for the 
tennis court project; 
$35,000 for the 


maintenance and storage building; 'and 
$30,000 for the hard surface area for 
hockey. 


'Announcement of the park district's 


tentative plans adds an outdoors dimen- 
sion to other recreational facilities being 
planned for the Palatine area. 


Ground has already been broken on an 


indoor skating rink and tennis complex 
on Northwest Highway just east of the 
Zayre's Department Store, and construc- 
tion is expected to begin this spring on 
the

Development of the Palatine Hills rec- 


reation area and initiation of a substan- 
tial tree planting program in five Pala- 
tine parks also were suggested Tuesday 
night to the Palatine Park District Board 
of Commissioners. 


Park district director Fred P, Hall of- 


fered the plans as the last phase of im- 
provements stemming from the 1065 ref- 
erendum. 


In that referendum, voters approved of 


the park district's selling $1 million in 
general obligation bonds for the acquisi- 
tion and development of several parks, 
and $500,000 in revenue bonds for devel- 
opment of a golf course. 


Of those funds, $30,000 remains, 


which Hall proposed be appropriated as 
follows: 
SIG.OOO for planting trees in 


Maple. Ashwood, Birchwood, Oakwood 
and Willow parks; $9,300 for improving 
the Palatine Hills recreation area; $2,700 
for improving baseball diamonds at vari- 
ous parks: and $2,000 for controlling ero- 
sion at Willow Park. 


The Palatine Hills facilities would in- 


clude lights and a partial chute for an 
area already widely used as a toboggan 
hilt, installation of barbecue pits and 
grills, horseshoe courts, play equipment, 
a minimal athletic field and a rain shel- 
ter.

Board Approves $14,800 
For Winston Well Repair 


A heavy drop in the pumping capacity 


of the Winston Well in Winston Park 
forced the Palatine Village Board this 
wuek to authorize repairs in the pump 
For $14,800. 


J. P. Artesian Well Co. has been con- 


tracted to pull the pump from the well, 
which is over 1,200 feet deep, to make 
the necessary adjustment and replace 
faulty parts. 


Public Works Dir. Jim Bennett esti- 


mated the repair operation would take 
between 10 and 12 weeks. 


The Winston Well has been plagued 


consistently with problems in water pro- 
duction, causing the village to spend over 
$(i(),000 for repairs since 1967. Test drill- 
ings near the well are currently being 
made for possible construction of a shal- 
low well to increase the water capacity. 


Village Mgr. Berton Braun told the vil- 


lage board, however, that the first two 
test drills in that area have produced no 
positive results. He expects three or 
four more drillings to be made. 


DURING THE repairing of the well,, 


which Brnun said Is "quite an involved 
operation." the Winston Park area will 
be served by the remaining six wells in 
the village. 


"We have sufficient water from the 


other wells to keep the water pressure in 
Winston Park up," Braun said. "We're in 
& period of low water demand now and 


there shouldn't be any shortage." 


He said the well must be repaired be- 


fore the first warm days of spring, at 
which time the water demand picks up 
t h r o u g h o u t the village when lawn 
sprinkling begins. 


Bennett told the village board the 


pumping capacity of the well dropped 
down last week to 300 gallons a minute, 
compared to the 850-900 gallons per min- 
ute pumped two years ago from that 
well. 


He said the supply of water and the 


well shaft itself is- good but the pump is 
the part that is creating the problem. 


Repairs made on the well before were 


with the shaft, which needed to be dug 
and cleaned out. 


BRAUN SAID THE Winston Well is the 


one well in Palatine of which the village 
did not supervise construction and drill- 
ing. The well was put in by Winston- 
Muss Corp., then developers of the Win- 
ston Park subdivision. 


When Winston Park was annexed to 


Palatine in 1957, Winston-Muss gave the 
well and a water tower in the subdivision 
to the village in lieu of the #50 per acre 
annexation fee, Braun said. The value of 
the structure was estimated at that time 
at $126,000. 


Continuous problems with that well are 


"apparently due to some deficiency in 
the way it was drilled," Braun said. 


cording to a Balmoral spokesman. "It's 
a dormant track when the horses aren't 
running," he said.

"We 
couldn't have other activities," according 
to the track's director of publicity be- 
cause of all the horse racing. 


Arlington Park accommodates 
thor- 


oughbreds and the racing season runs 
only in the summer. Arlington Park offi- 
cials are attempting to remedy a long 
dormant period. 


However, Arlington Park may be the 


least in need of added revenue compared 
to other Chicagoland tracks. Chicago 
Thoroughbred Enterprises (CTE), own- 
ers of Arlington Park, claim to be in ex- 
cellent financial condition compared with 
the other tracks. 


On three racing days at Arlington Park 


last summer, more than 31,000 persons 
entered the gates. The track twice broke 
mutuel handle records last year. 


And on a day in August, the local track 


set a state holiday attendance record for 
nonholiday week-day paid gate of more 
than 17,000 persons.'

•._ Independent Democrat Daniel Walker 
pressed the attack on Lt. Gov. Paul Sim- 
on yesterday, charging that Simon was 
ducking a face-to-face debate because 
"he does not want the people of the state 
to know the extent to which he has tailor- 
ed -his 'Views to get the machine endorser 
ment."

about the educational problems facing 
Mexican-American children, she knows 
what she's talking about.

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Problem Is To Find Funds For Project 
Library Board Approves Three-Phase Expansion Plan

A three-phase expansion program of 


the Rolling Meadows Public Library is 
being planned by the library board of 
trustees. 


Plans for the expansion were approved 


by the board Tuesday. The expansion in- 
cludes using the library's basement for a 
children's library, constructing a high 
school lounge area, enlarging the refer- 
ence room and building an addition to 
the building. 


The problem now confronting 
the 


board Is finding the money to implement 
its plans. 


The board will present its plans to the 


financial committee of the Rolling Mead- 
ows City Council as soon as the plans are 
finalized by the architect with changes 
the board recommended Tuesday. 


"At present the board has not dis- 


cussed going for a referendum," said 
Miss Virginia Connell, librarian. She said 
It might be necessary to budget the ex- 


pansion over a period of years although 
this would be difficult because "our pre- 
sent budget shows many categories in 
the red." 


The Rolling Meadows City Council last 


month voted to abate the $115,933 library 
tax levy and $19,450 library 'bond pay- 
ments. These will be paid for by the city 
from its surplus which is the result of 
huge sales tax rebates the city has been 
receiving over the last two years. There 
is a possibility the city council' will 
agree to use more of its surplus for the 
expansion program. 


ESTIMATED 
COST 
to implement 


phase I and II of the expansion program 
is $86,200. The cost does not include 
phase III, an addition to the building, 


Tne architect, Walter Carlson of Elk 


Grove Village, was employed by the 
board in November to work out an eco- 
nomical plan for utilization of the base- 
ment area and constructing a place for 
high school students. His study revealed 


the library has outgrown its present 
building and needs an addition. 


The final expansion plans as worked 


out by the board and architect call for 
moving the children's library from the 
west wing of the library to the basement. 
A well would be constructed in the base- 
ment for school classes and lectures that 
would hold approximately 90 students. 
There would also be seating room for 50 
students. 


The children's library would- be pri- 


marily for preschoolers through sixth- 
grade students, said Miss Connell. 


"It would give.us more room to do 


what we are.trying to do," she said. She 
said the library would like to do as the 
schools are with their open concepts and 
allow students to walk around, talk and 
work in small groups: "We just can't do- 
it now. When we changed our rules last 
fall to permit this we received several 
complaints from adults who were an- 
noyed by the noise," she said. 


Another change in the basement would 


be expansion of the periodical section. At 
the present time the library does not 
have room to store all its periodicals. 


The plan's for the basement call for a 


board room and. librarian's office to be 
constructed on the far end of the east 
wing. 


THE BASEMENT already has heating, 


air conditioning and rest rooms in it. At 
the present time it is used for the pre- 
schooler story hour, to house holiday and 
duplicate books and for periodicals. 


Phase 'II of the expansion program 


would probably be done in conjunction 
with phase I if the funds were available. 
It calls for using the former children's 
library 'space on the main floor for a 
high school lounge, expanded reference 
room and audio listening rooms. Desks 
would be added, increasing the main 
floor's seating capacity to 40. 


Some of the board members are opti- 


mistic and hope phase I and II can be 
implemented by the third week in April 


when National Library Week is held. 
Miss Connell says she is doubtful this 
deadline will be met. 


Phase III, which Miss Connell refers to 


as "the dream plan," calls for a 1,775- 
square foot addition to be built onto the 
east wing of the library. The board is 
also considering enlarging the addition 
and making it a three-story structure. 


"We could use it (the addition) right 


now, we're really crowded. This is some- 
thing we can put up with and live with 
however," said Miss'Connell. 


In an effort to make more room the 


board has decided to use higher shelves., 
Miss Connell said she doesn't like this 
idea because it has always been her con- 
tention the books on the top are never 
used. 


ALTHOUGH THE library is only four 


years old, Miss Connell -said the ex- 
pansion is necessary because of the rapid 
growth of the city. 


In 1965 Tec-Search Inc. did a feasibility 


study of Rolling Meadows. The study in- 


dicated population growth would reach 
20,000 in the year 1980 and reach its peak 
in the year 2000 of 25,000. 


"Using these figures and American Li- 


brary Associaton standards, the board of 
trustees of the library designed what 
they felt was an adequate building," said 
Miss Connell. The city is about eight 
years ahead'of itself however, as the 1970 
census shows its population to be 19,178. 


The Jan. 10 inventory of the library 


indicated there were 31,726 books. Miss 
Connell said circulation figures have 
jumped from 55,000 volumes'in 1965 to 
96,090 volumes in 1971. In addition, 45 per 
cent of the circulation is among adults 
and 55 per cent among juveniles as com- 
pared to approximately 5 per cent among 
adults and 95 per cent among juveniles 
in 1965. 


Miss Connell said she felt it was essen- 


tial to expand the facilities for" the. adults 
on the main floor because of the in- 
creased use they are making of the 
library.

Overriding the wishes of Mayor Roland 


Meyer and two other aldermen, the Roll- 
ing Meadows City Council has voted to 
hold a special meeting next week to air 
city patrolmen's grievances.

letter signed by 13 Rolling Meadows pa- 
trolmen, all members of the CCPA, last 
month as a formal statement of charges 
of intimidation against- Police Chief 
Lewis Case. The letter asked for an im- 
partial investigation into the charges. 


Meyer last week refused to accept the 


letter as formal charges against Case be- 
cause the city does not recognize the 
CCPA as a representative of the patrol- 
men. 


A NUMBER OF aldermen, including 


John Rock and James Huddleston, ad- 
mitted they had not seen the letter which 
was addressed to the mayor and all 
members of city council. Rock, Huddles- 
ton and Aid. Frederick Jacobson called 
for the special city council meeting next 
Tuesday in an attempt to resolve the pa- 
trolmen's grievances. The resolution was 
approved by city council by a seven to 


two vote and after a lengthy discussion. 


'Meyer maneuvered to veto the mea- 


sure alleging that all resolutions mus| be 
submitted to the city clerk in advance of 
the city council meeting. He was sup- 
ported by Aid. William Ahrens and Aid. 
Thomas Scanlan. However, City Atty. 
Donald Rose ruled that the resolution 
was acceptable and it was passed with 
only Scanlan and Ahrens voting against 
it. 


Rock said yesterday the special session 


will "be a closed door meeting." He em- 
phasized that the session will be held 
"just for patrolmen and not their super- 
visors." 


"We have other things to do, so we 


want to get this situation resolved," 
Rock said. "We have, a fire department 
matter that should be cleared up," ,he 
added. Rock was referring to a plan to 


incorporate the fire protection district 
into the city. 


"I think we can work something out," 


Rock said, "if we have the caliber of po- 
licemen we have always hired in Rolling 
Meadows." 


Patrolman Bruce Murphy, president of 


the Rolling Meadows CCPA chapter, said 
yesterday he was "disappointed" that 
the council did not approve the three-man 
commission which the patrolmen had 
suggested to resolve their grievances. 


THE PATROLMEN asked for a special 


panel with a member chosen by city 
council, a member chosen by the CCPA 
membership and the third representative 
appointed by the two men already se- 
lected. 


Murphy said'he will discuss the special

membership and a decision will be made 
whether to attend. 


Next week's meeting will attempt to 


resolve the incident in December, Rock 
said, when several patrolmen charged 
Case with intimidating tactics to force 
them to resign from the CCPA. Three 
men resigned, one saying he was coerced 
by Case. Several .others alleged they 
were also coerced to quit the CCPA but 
chose not to do so. 


The entire CCPA controversy began 


when a majority of Rolling Meadows pa- 
trolmen joined the organization last 
year. The CCPA has never been recog- 
nized as the patrolmen's collective bar- 
gaining agency by the city council, and 
Meyer and other officials have refused to 
hear grievances while the men are mem- 
bers of the CCPA.

Board Approves $14,800 
For Winston Well Repair 


A heavy drop in the pumping capacity 


of the Winston Well in Winston Park 
forced the Palatine Village Board this 
week to authorize repairs in the pump 
for $14.800. 


J. P. Artesian Well Co. has been con- 


tracted to pull the pump from the well, 
which Is over 1,200 feet deep, to make 
the necessary adjustment and replace 
faulty parts. 


Public Works Dir. Jim Bennett esti- 


mated the repair operation would take 
between 10 and 12 weeks. 


The Winston Well has been plagued 


consistently with problems in water pro- 
duction, causing the village to spend over 
$60,000 for repairs since 1967. Test drill- 
ings near the well ore currently being 
made for possible construction of a shal- 
low well to increase the water capacity. 


Village Mgr. Berton Braun told the vil- 


lage board, However, that the first two 
test drills in tlmt area have produced no 
positive results. He expects three or 
four more drillings to be made. 


DURING THE repairing of the well,, 


which Brnun said is "quite an involved 
operation," the Winston Park area will 
be served by the remaining six wells in 
the village, 


"We have sufficient water from the 


other wells to keep the water pressure In 
Winston Park up," Braun said. "We're in 
a period of low water demand now and 


there shouldn't be any shortage." 


He said the well must be repaired be- 


fore the first warm days of spring, at 
which time the water demand picks up 
t h r o u g h o u t the village when lawn 
sprinkling begins. 


Bennett told the village board ' the 


pumping capacity of the well dropped 
down last week to 300 gallons a minute, 
compared to the 850-900 gallons per min- 
ute pumped two years ago from that 
well. 


He said the supply of water and the 


well shaft itself is good but the pump is 
the part that is creating the problem. 


Repairs made on the well before were 


with the shaft, which needed to be dug 
and cleaned out. 


BRAUN SAID THE Winston Well is the 


one well in Palatine of which the village 
did not supervise construction and drill- 
ing. The well was put in by Winston- 
Muss Corp., then developers of the Win- 
ston Park subdivision. 


When Winston Park was annexed to 


Palatine in 1957, Winston-Muss gave the 
well and a water tower in the subdivision 
to the village in lieu of the $150 per acre 
annexation fee, Braun said. The value of 
the structure was estimated at that time 
at $126,000. 


Continuous problems with that well are 


"apparently due to some deficiency in 
the way it was drilled," Braun said. 


cording to a Balmoral spokesman. "It's 
a dormant track when the horses aren't 
running," he said.

discuss plans for a debate, which Simon 
had publicly agreed on earlier, and in- 
stead insisted he promise not to run as 
an independent in the November election 
if he loses the primary. 


"It's perfectly apparent to me that 


Paul Simon is dodging a debate," he 
said, adding that, in a debate, Simon's 
compromises with the Democratic organ- 
ization of Chicago Mayor Richard J. Da- 
ley would become apparent on many is- 
sues, including the patronage system and 
the proposal to build an airport in Lake 
Michigan. 


,. In addition, Walker said, in a,debate 
he would ask Simon why, when he knew 
on Nov. 6, 1970, about the $800,000 in cash 
found in Paul Powell's apartment after 
his death "he kept that information se- 
cret for six weeks." 


"HE HAS ADMITTED he knew about 


the money," Walker said, "and Paul 
kept quiet. It reminds me of Royko's (a 
Chicago Daily News columnist) eleventh 
commandment of machine politics — 
'thou shall not tell on others who steal' —• 
and I don't believe in that." 


Walker also said it would be "ex- 


tremely unlikely" that he would run 
against Simon and incumbent Gov. Rich- 
ard Ogilvie in the general election if de- 
feated in the primary because "I have 
absolutely no interest in running as a 
spoiler and that's what it would amount' 
to." 


On other, issues Walker said he could 


offer no "panaceas" for the welfare 
problem, but hopes for a combination of 
more federal aid, increased job training, 
day care programs for mothers who 
must work and transportation to avail- 
able jobs. 


He also said low-income public housing 


"has been proven not to be the answer to 
the housing problem in this country. It 
produces nothing but ghettos. I would 
rather see assistance to individual fami- 
lies and let them decide where they want 
to live."

He asked the persons in attendance to 


begin actively aiding in his campaign, 
saying, "I won't have 10,000 precinct 
captains working for me like my oppo- 
nent will. I need people like you.?'

She Helps Mexican-American Kids

When Mrs. Maruja Coddington talks 


about the educational problems facing 
Mexican-American children, she knows 
what she's talking about. " 


For the last five years, she has worked 


with' the Head Start program in Wheel- 


ing, and this fall began teaching a spe- 
cial language and mathematics program 
for Mexican-American students at Nath- 
aniel Hawthorne School in Wheeling. 


A native of'Ecuador, Mrs. Coddington 


says her knowledge of Spanish is helpful 
in dealing with the students and their 
parents. 
'. HER HUSBAND is a member of the 


board of the Northwest Opportunity Cen- 
ter in Rolling Meadows, and as a result 
of her work with the Head Start pro- 
gram, Mrs. Coddington knows many of 
the parents of her students. 


She sees her work at Hawthorne as 


"building up the student's self image," 
and at the same time helping the chil- 
dren overcome language barriers. 


However Mrs. Coddington said the big- 


gest problem is not language difficulties, 
but "getting the parents to show an in- 
terest" in their children's school work. 


She said some parents do realize the 


value of education while others do not. 


"The ideal situation is to get 100 per 


cent cooperation from the parents," she 
said. 


According 
to Mrs. Coddington, a 


child's attitudes are learned at home. "If 
we could get the parents to become 
aware of their role at home it would be 
terrific," she said. 
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MRS. CODDINGTON also pointed out 


many parents do not realize that if a 
child's "physical needs" are neglected, it 
will affect that child's performance at 
school. 


She described the physical needs as 


enough sleep, a good breakfast before 
school and time to study at night. 


Her classes at Hawthorne are about 30 


minutes and consist of about six students 
in each class. The students are grouped 
according to age and ability. 


During class, the emphasis is on word 


identification, and learning to read sen- 
tences through the use of flash cards and 
other teaching aids. 


Mrs. Coddington estimated about a 


quarter of the school's students are of 
Mexican-American descent, but the num- 
ber is reduced during the winter because 
many families move back to the South- 
west for the winter. 


"Family mobility is another problem," 


she said. 


But despite the cultural influences of 


the north, "family life and ties continue 
to be just as strong," Mrs. Coddington 
noted.

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Mayor Opposes 
Resolution For 
Low Cost Housing 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tei- 


chcrt last night stopped short of support- 
ing a resolution recognizing the need for 
low and moderate-income housing within 
the village. He asked that the resolution 
be held in committee. 


The resolution, drafted by Trustee 


Daniel Ahern, said, "The village board of 
Mount Prospect unequivocally states that 
there is need for low and moderate-in- 
come housing" and "that it shall be the 
policy of the village board to take any 
and all action within its means to foster, 
encourage and assist in the development 
of low and moderate-income housing 
within this community." 


Telchert said he would urge defeat of 


the resolution as It now stood. He said 
that members of the public health and 
safety committee, who were discussing 
the Issue, could not really know what the 
needs for such housing were. "Some- 
where we have to make a study," he 
said. "I'm not going to agree there is 
any need apparent or obvious without 
such a study." 


Teiehert told the committee members 


they have to be careful because the vil- 
lage board rarely passes a resolution of 
intent.

He said it seems unusual the board 


would take a posture that only affects a 
small minority. 


THE MAYOR WAS referring to statis- 


tics from Cook County quoted by Ahern 
that said that in Mount Prospect there 
were 62 cases of aid to dependent chil- 
dren, four cases of aid to the aged and 
seven cases of aid to the disabled. 


"I don't want to throw the community 


into a temporary turmoil," Teiehert said, 
with people taking sides on whether or 
not they want low and moderate-income 
housing.

Plan Commission Gives 
Nod To Crystal Towers 


The Mount Prospect Plan Commission 


has given tentative approval to 300-con- 
domlnlum planned unit development on 
Busse Road, near Algonquin Road. 


The four eight-story buildings are 


planned for the site of the ill-fated Tally 
Ho apartment complex. The Tally Ho 
buildings were torn down last July with- 
out ever being occupied. 


The Crystal Towers plan was drawn up 


by Rabln-Lenoble Associates for the 
American National Bank. Each building 
will hold 75 units and 75 indoor parking 
spaces. Also planned are tennis courts, a 
swimming pool, a putting green and a 
covered bridge and water wheel for the 
water retention basin. 


The final plans which the plan commis- 


sion Is requiring before making a recom- 
mendation to the village board, must 
show the exact size and locations of the 
buildings and recreational facilities. The 
petitioner is also required to provide at 
least 05 trees on the development and at 
least eight fire hydrants, 


As a planned unit development, the vil- 


lage hns a voice In any development 
plans throughout the planning stages. 


Demolition work on the old Tally Ho 


buildings began just three days before a 
circuit court deadline for their removal. 
The court ordered the owner at that 
time, the Brlckman Midwest Corp., to 


demolish the buildings or allow the vil- 
lage to tear them down, with Brickman 
Corp. being billed for the work. 


IN FALL I9fi9, a permit to complete 


the buildings, begun in 1965, was obtain- 
ed from the village. But work was 
stopped when Brickman reportedly be- 
gan to receive offers to buythe land. 


Under the terms of the permit, Briok- 


man could have completed four three- 
story apartment buildings on the site. 
This would have been 56 apartment units 
in all. 


In 1963, the original plans for the land 


called for the construction of seven 
three-story buildings with a total of 261 
apartment units. When the site was an- 
nexed to Mount Prospect there followed 
a series of changes as the plan was 
amended to conform with the village's 
code and zoning requirements. 


The original work stopped when the 


mortgage holder, Marshall Savings and 
Loan Assn. of Chicago, went bankrupt, 
The state then gained possession of the 
mortgage, 


The village sought the buildings' demo- 


lition, charging they were a "health haz- 
ard, a public nuisance and an eyesore." 
The complex was sold to Brickman in 
1D67 for $412,000 at a court sale with the 
funds being apportioned among the lien 
and mortgage holders.

Stickerless 
Car Owners 
Must Beware 


Mount Prospect Village Mgr. Robert J. 


Eppley and Police Chief Bert Giddens 
this week vowed a crackdown on car 
owners who fail to buy their stickers this 
year. 


The crackdown will be made possible 


because the village can buy from the 
state an up-to-date list of registered cars 
owned by village residents. Village offi- 
cials will then compare this list with the 
fist of those who have bought vehicle sti- 
ckers. 


Those who have not bought stickers 


will get postcards reminding them that . 
they have a car registered but no sti- 
cker. After a grace period, tickets will 
probably be issued, according to Eppley. 
Conceivably, 
tickets could be 
sent 


through the mail. 


"We are doing this because everyone 


ought to pay their share," Eppley said. 
"Plus we need all the revenue we can 
get." 


The list,of registered cars from the 


state will cost the village $500. 


EPPLEY SAID that most people buy 


their stickers but there are three trouble 
groups. "Apartment dwellers are the bad 
offenders," he said. The others were 
people with two cars who only buy one 
sticker and those who do not buy any 
sticker and hope they never get into an 
accident. In accidents, the stickers are 
checked. 


"But this way they will have no way'to 


escape," Eppley said. Giddens said the 
fines for not displaying a sticker are not 
less than $10 nor more than $200. 


To facilitate last-minute sticker pur- 


chases, Eppley said the village hall 
would be open two Saturdays, from 8:30 
a.m. to noon on Feb. 5 and 12. Deadline 
for buying stickers is Feb. 16. Cost for 
automobile stickers is $10. 


Finance Dir. Richard Jesse said about 


7,000 stickers have been sold this year, 
some 2,000 ahead of last year at this 
time. He attributed most of the gain to 
purchases by residents from the newly 
annexed section to the northeast. 


That's Why He's The New Police Chief 
Describe Bert Giddens? Dedicated!

Bert Giddens feels most people think 


it's old fashioned to talk about dedica- 
tion, but he hesitates little in applying 
that tag to himself. 


In fact, Giddens said dedication to law 


enforcement is probably the major rea- 
son he is Mount Prospect's new police 
chief. When he accepted the position last 
month, Giddens Jeft a teaching post that 
he found "very enjoyable." He also took 
a salary cut of at least $3,000. 


Giddens was an assistant professor at 


Loop College, City Colleges of Chicago. 
He also taught Chicago Police Academy 
recruits. 


"I considered teaching a rich experi- 


ence, ,very enjoyable," he said in an inter 
view. "It was hard to find texts though. 
More and more I found myself drawing

on my own police experience." 


GIDDENS, 56, has had more than 27 


years of experience as a policeman. He 
started his career in Oklahoma City, and 


when he left 20 years later, was assistant 
police chief. Then he moved to Evanston 
where he served as police chief for seven 
years, before going to teaching. 


"But to get back to the question. I left 


teaching to come to Mount Prospect be- 
cause I missed police .work. I had sev- 
eral friends when they heard, say to me, 
'I'm not surprised,' " Giddens said. 


He likes to lean way back in his chair,, 


bands clasped behind his head. It's not 
the same broken-back chair as was used 
by his predecessor, Newell Esmond, 
however. Esmond left the second-floor 
chief's office in the Municipal Building 
last July for a Florida retirement. 


One of Giddens' first tasks in his new 


job will be to look over his department to 
see how it could be modernized and 
made more efficient. Some five months 


after Giddens became chief of the Evans- 
ton Police Department, he reorganized, 
creating separate divisions for operations 
and administrations. 


"THERE IS A challenge here. I want 


to give the men leadership. One of my 
first tasks is to do some assessing and 
evaluating and the members of the police 
staff have promised to cooperate. 


"My emphasis, as you may guess from 


my teaching experience, will be on up- 
grading the department constantly. I feel 
the public is entitled to the best police 
protection possible." 


He said he would have more men, in- 


cluding the middle ranks, attending po- 
lice training sessions. Currently, he is 
looking at personnel files to find out what

When asked questions about the district, 
he has answered them to the point, with- 
out beating around the administrative 
bush. Recently he has supported holding 
fewer board executive closed sessions so 
as to make available as much informa- 
tion as possible to those who pay for the 
schools. 


AS CHAIRMAN of the board bargain- 


ing team, Floros spent many hours with 
teachers behind closed doors. Although 
not a favorite with the Mount Prospect 
Education Association (MPEA) teacher 
association, Floros helped make the 
board's financial position clear to all 
teachers and members of the commu- 
nity. 


Floros readily admits he is not "a cur-

"HE HAS ADMITTED he knew about 


the money," Walker said, "and Paul 
kept quiet. It reminds me of Royko's (a 
Chicago Daily News columnist) eleventh 
commandment of 'nijfchiiie; politics — 
'thou shall not tell on others who steal' — 
and I don't believe in that." 


Walker also said' it .would be "ex-^ 


tremely unlikely" ,that he would run 
against Simon and incumbent Gov. Rich- 
ard Ogilvie in the "general election if de- 
feated in the primary because "I have 
absolutely no interest in running as a 
spoiler and that's what it would amount 
to." 


On other issues Walker said he could 


offer no "panaceas" for the welfare 
problem, but hopes for a combination of 
more federal aid, increased job training, 
day care programs for mothers who 
must work and transportation to avail- 
able jobs. 


He-also said low-income public housing 


"has been proven not-to be the answer to 
the housing problem in this country. It 
produces nothing but ghettos. I would 
rather see assistance to individual fami- 
lies and let them decide where they want 
to live."

saying, "I won't have 10,000 precinct 
captains working for me like my oppo- 
nent will.

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Eye Feasibility 
Of Ice, Tennis 
Facility Here 


by CINDY TEW 


The feasibility of constructing an arti- 


ficial Ice and tennis facility with revenue 
bonds will be discussed next week at a 
special meeting of the Arlington Heights 
Park Board. 


The meeting will be held at 7:30 Tues- 


day night at Olympic Park, 600 N. Ridge. 


Thomas Thornton, director of parks 


and recreation, suggested the meeting at 
Tuesday night's board meeting to discuss 
the preparation of feasibility reports and 
the selection of an architect, engineer 
and financial consultant to study the 
proposal. 


"I feel we must move fast on this issue 


because there is a lot of interest in this 
type of facility," Thornton said. "We 
have delayed too long already." 


Thornton feels that a public facility (no 


site has been discussed) can offer lower 
costs and better services than a private 
facility because the district is not inter- 
ested In making a large profit. 


"If a private concern built this type of 


facility they would cater only to groups 
who could spend lots of money," Thorn- 
ton said. "We would strike a happy me- 
dium and make sure we accommodate 
the public." 


Joe L. Bennett, an architect from Ar- 


lington Heights, has agreed to do feasi- 
bility and cost studies for the project. 


A SURVEY completed by the park dis- 


trict last fall Indicated there Is more sup- 
port in Arlington Heights for this type of 
facility than any other type of recreation- 
al facility, but that people would prob- 
ably not support a referendum. 


Another survey, completed by the Jay- 


cees In March, 1971, indicated commu- 
nity support for the project, but marginal 
support when It came to a general obli- 
g a 11 o n referendum, The Arlington 


Heights Minor Hockey Association, for- 
merly sponsored by the Jaycees, is anx- 
ious for such a facility lto be built in Ar- 
lington Heights. 
' . 


By financing the facility with revenue 


bonds, support for the project would not 
have to come from the total population. 
A $643,430 artificial ice rink now being 
constructed in Winnetka was supported 
by revenue bonds in denominations of 
$500 and $1,000. The Winnetka facility is 
an 85-foot by 200-foot ice rink only, and is 
scheduled for completion in March.' 


The recently built Rolling Meadows 


sports complex, including ice rink, gym- 
nasium,' meeting rooms, concession stand 
and warming room, costs about $800,000. 
The facility was opened in January, 1971, 
and financed by a general obligation 
bonds referendum. 


One of the first projects to be accom- 


plished by the park board would be to 
obtain pledges, or a willingness to sup- 
port, the selling of bonds in Arlington 
Heights. 


THE LAST TIME the park board se- 


riously considered an artificial ice and 
indoor tennis facility was in 1961 when it 
completed a feasibility study. At that 
time the facility was planned for Recrea- 
tion Park, and the ice rink was to be 85- 
feet by IBS-feet. The total cost of con- 
struction was estimated at $120,000. 


In February, 1962, the ice and tennis 


facility was part of the $570,000 referen- 
dum defeated by 92 votes. Later that 
year the referendum, minus the ice and 
tennis facility, was passed. 


At the present time there has only 


been about five days of ice skating on 
natural ice in Arlington Heights. Over 
the Christmas vacation there were only 
three half-days of skating at 13 of the 
district's 19 rinks.

For Library In Jeopardy 


The Arlington Heights Memorial Li- 


brary may lose a $3,2-14 federal grant for 
books because it does not belong to the 
North Suburban Library System (NSLS) 
reciprocal borrowing program. 


Despite the possibility, the library 


board Monday night voted against recip- 
rocal borrowing within the NSLS for the 
second time. 


The grant, handed clown to the NSLS 


for distribution to member libraries, is 
the first of its kind, said Harold Ard, ex- 
ecutive librarian. Under the grant the li- 
brary materials bought would be owned 
by NSLS and subject to return if local 
libraries withdraw from the system or 
cease participation in reciprocal borrow- 
ing. 


The grant would have been used to buy 


technical books, and around 350 books for 
the Arlington Heights library could have 
been purchased with the money, Ard 
said. The only way theVant could possi- 
bly go through now would be if it wasn't 
processed by NSLS until after 
the 


board's Feb. 8 meeting, and if at that 
meeting reciprocal borrowing was ac- 
cepted.

Coste has since moved into a new of- 


fice on the second floor of the municipal 
building. But his faith in good govern- 
ment hasn't changed. 


He cited the current controversy over 


a proposed garbage incinerator in Ar- 
lington Heights, a project he has been 
deeply involved with during the past few 
months, as an example of an on-going 
government action. 


"THERE HAS and will continue to be 


considerable deliberation, at all levels, 
on incineration. And I would expect that 
there will be considerable

Proper Design Would Mean Minimal Pollution

a properly 
controlled in- 


cinerator would emit .15 micrograms 
particulate per cubic meter at the stack, 
which would be reduced to a negligible 
amount as it diffused. 


"This particulate emission for an in- 


cinerator isn't much higher than your au- 
tomobile's particulate emission," Willard 
said, "and everything pollutes in some 
form or another. You can't get away 
from it." 


In the future, the Environmental Pro- 


tection Agency (EPA) will frown on sev- 
eral small incinerators dotting the coun- 
tryside, Willard said. 


"THE EPA WILL STRONGLY recom- 


mend a joint effort between small munic- 
ipalities such as 
Arlington 
Heights. 


Mount Prospect, Rolling Meadows, Buf- 
falo Grove, etc., for solid waste dis- 
posal," Willard said. "To begin to got 


your money out of the equipment, an in- 
cinerator should be at least a 1,000-ton- 
per-day model." 


Willard 
also said that larger in- 


cinerators are more efficient 
because 


more sophisticated equipment can be 
used. Though no villages are cooperating 
in an incinerator project at the present 
time, he feels that it will be a desired 
trend in the future. 


In discussing other methods of solid 


waste disposal, Willard said all that com- 
paction can do is cut down handling 
costs and that rail haul is just passing 
the buck. Landfill permits will become 
increasingly harder to obtain, Willard 
said, and lahdfilling is not a viable solu- 
tion for more than five to 10 years. 


"There is no evidence that people will 


quit throwing things out instead of re- 
turning or recycling them," Willard said,

The only ones working on recycling are a 
few boy scouts.

"At the present time incinerators are 


the only solution that I can see to the 
solid waste problem," Willard said. 


When members of the incinerator sub- 


committee asked how emissions could-be 
monitored, Willard said that though only 
smoke monitors are required, other con- 
trols on incinerators will be controlled 
automatically with proper installation. 


"THIS ISN'T LIKE buying a pair of 


socks," Willard said "You're going to 
get a guarantee with this type of equip- 
ment, which the company has to live up 
to.

Walker: Paul Simon Talks For Machine 


Independent Democrat Daniel Walker 


pressed the attack on Lt. Gov. Paul Sim- 
on yesterday, charging that Simon was 
ducking a face-to-face debate because 
"lie does not want the people of the state 
to know the extent to which he has tailor- 
ed his views to get the machine endorse- 
ment." 


Walker, whs is opposing Simon in the 


March 21 Democratic primary, made the 
statement to about 20 Elk Grove Village 
residents at a coffee at the home of Jane 
Broten. a former campaign worker for 
Sen. Adlai Stevenson. He was on a cam- 
paign swing through the Northwest sub- 
urbs which also took him to Harper and 
Oukton junior colleges and to a similar 
gathering In Palatine. 


Walker charged earlier in the week 


that workers for Simon had refused to 
discuss plans for a debate, which Simon 
had publicly agreed on earlier, and in- 
stead Insisted he promise not to run as 
an Independent In the November election 
if he loses the primary. 


"It's perfectly apparent to me that 


Paul Simon is dodging a debate," he 
said, adding that, in a debate, Simon's 
compromises with the Democratic organ- 
ization of Chicago Mayor Richard J. Da- 
ley would become apparent on many is- 
sues, including the patronage system and 
the proposal to build an airport in Lake 
Michigan. 


In addition, Walker said, in a debate 


he would ask Simon why, when he knew 
on Nov. 6, 1970, about the $800,000 in cash 
found in Paul Powell's apartment after 
his death "he kept that information se- 
cret for six weeks." 


"ME HAS ADMITTED he knew about 


the money," Walker said, "and Paul 
kept quiet. It reminds me of Royko's (a 
Chicago Daily News columnist) eleventh 
commandment of machine politics — 
'thou shall not tell on others who steal' — 
and I don't believe in that." 


Walker also said it would be "ex- 


tremely unlikely" that he would rurt 
against Simon and incumbent Gov. Rich- 


ard Ogilvie in the general election if de- 
feated in the primary because "I have 
absolutely no interest in running as a 
spoiler and that's what it would amount 
to." 


On other issues Walker said he could 


offer no "panaceas" for the welfare 
problem, but hopes for a combination of 
more federal aid, increased job training, 
day care programs for mothers who 
must work and transportation to avail- 
able jobs. 


He also said low-income public housing 


"has been proven not to be the answer to 
the housing problem in this country. It 
produces nothing but1 ghettos. I would 
rather see assistance to individual fami- 
lies and let them decide where they want 
to live." 


He asked the persons in attendance to 


begin actively aiding in his campaign, 
saying, "I won't have 10,000 precinct 
captains working for me like my oppo- 
nent will.

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Botte Challenges U.S. Fund Denial 


Joseph Botte, head of the Des Plaines 


Citizens Opposed to Low and Moderate- 
Income Housing, yesterday called for a 
challenge to recent decisions denying 
federal funds to Chicago because of its 
failure to build public housing in white 
neighborhoods. 


Botte, speaking in response to a 


WMAQ-TV editorial, said decisions by 
U.S. District Court Judge Richard Austin 
and the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) could lead to 
a national housing policy that gives local 
communities no say in the location of 
public housing. 


His remarks were broadcast several 


times yesterday by the Chicago tele- 
vision station in the form of a videotaped 
rebuttal to WMAQ's recent editorial. 


THAT EDITORIAL, according to the 


station, criticized Chicago officials for 
'•esisting development of public housing 
in white neighborhoods. 


Botte was critical of both Judge Aus- 


tin, who indicated he will order the Chi- 
cago Housing Authority (CHA) to ignore 
laws giving the Chicago City Council final 
choise over housing sites, and of George 
Vavoulis, HUD regional administrator, 


who announced the city had lost $20 mil- 
lion in urban renewal funds because of 
its public housing policies. 


His group was formed last summer in 


Des Plaines to fight a proposal that 
asked city officials to encourage devel- 
opment of new low and moderate-income 
housing through zoning changes and oth- 
er measures, 


The proposal, put forth by the Con- 


cerned Metropolitan Citizens Committee 
(CMCC), was rejected by city council af- 
ter a committee hearing on the matter 
drew more than 600 persons to Cumber- 
land School on the city's north side. 


Botte told the Herald this week that he 


plans to form a Chicago area coalition of 
groups opposed to low-income and public 
housing. 


The coalition, he said, may try to join 


in the suit which sparked Judge Austin's 
controversial rulings. That suit was 
brought against the CHA by the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union, which chal- 
lenged the practice of locating public 
housing only in black or deteriorating 
neighborhoods. 


Botte says his group believes decisions 


on housing matters should be made by 
local elected officials, not judges.

Existentialist Tells Of 4New Age' 


by TOM WELLMAN 


Rollo May. an author and existential 


therapist, told about 800 persons at Har- 
per College In Palatine Monday night 
that power, love and the use of limits 
would be three important steps to a new 
age 


Speaking before a near-capacity crowd 


in the college center lounge, May said 
the present age is marked by the death 
of individual and "rationalism." 


Those qualities have been replaced by 


protests, rebellion, "the refusal to think" 
nnd desperate search for significance, 
especially among blacks, prisoners and 
ivomen. May said. 
' The alienation expressed in the age 
comes out in protests, in which May re- 
ported some of his student activist 
patients have been in better mental 
health than under "normal" conditions. 
! May 
remains active as a psy- 


chotherapist while teaching at New York 
University and writing a new book. He is 
regarded as the leader of the "logothera- 
py" school of psychology, which mixes 
the traditional beliefs of Freud with the 
concepts of existentialism. 
; Existentialism is a field of philoso- 
phy popularized by Albert Camus and 
Jean-Paul Snrtre in which heavy empha- 
sis is placed upon personal commitment 
and an individual's ability to make 


choices about the direction of his life. 


"At times, war is attractive to thou- 


sands of people" as an outlet for alien- 
ation and loneliness, May said. There is 
an allure and attractiveness to it, "a lyr- 
ic moment in which man can say, 'I am 
of significance.' " 


"Violence means a human being is try- 


ing to get significance when he can't 
achieve it in a positive, constructive 
way," May told his audience. But vio- 
lence and warfare, according to May, do 
not have to characterize the new age 
which will eventually replace the present 
era of alienation. 


Power, as May's first step for the new 


era, must be used constructively. Power, 
as it has been designed to serve capital- 
ism, must be replaced by cooperative 
power used for constructive purposes, 
May said. 


The second step, love, must be the "ca- 


pacity to have compassion for other hu- 
man beings." It must not be based on 
selfish exploitation or sex, but must con- 
tain a compassion which allows for all 
persons, regardless of color or political 
beliefs. 


MAY'S CONCEPT of love or com- 


passion can be helpful in working with 
schizophrenia victims who feel "they no 
longer believe in the human race." The. 
quality can help "welcome these people 


back to the human world," May said. 


"All creativity comes out of the accept- 


ance of limits," the third quality for the 
new age, May told his audience. Without 
limits, our society can lapse into violence 
and anarchy, he said. 


In the new age, there will still be the 


excesses of violence and other anti-life 
forces, May said, but such forces can be 
held in check within our minds. The re- 
sponsibility which comes with realizing 
we must set limits can help to control 
those forces, May said. 


Following his speech, May observed he 


did not believe in the traditional family. 
The currently high divorce rate is a "vio- 
lation of life" and young people "have 
shown a better try" at marriage by ex- 
perimentation with different life styles 
(such as living together before mar- 
riage). 


Is violence a good thing? May was 


asked. "Occasionally," May answered. 
He paraphrased Algerian 
psychiatrist 


Frantz Fanon in stressing that violence 
was essential to the development of con- 
sciousness and integrity in the peoples of 
Africa. 


May had arrived on the Harper 


campus in the early afternoon and had 
spoken to several groups before his eve- 
toing appearance, a part of the college's 
Cultural Arts' Series.

ly 1970 as an agent Tor the City of Des 
Plaines, which has sought development 
of senior citizen housing since 1968. Des 
Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel is now 
participating in negotiations for purchase 
of the Lee-Ashland site. 


HUD approval of preliminary plans 


would be followed by six to nine months 
of additional planning before HUD is 
asked to give final construction approval, 
according to Walchirk. 


A date for start of construction cannot 


be set, because a possibility exists that- 
condemnation, which requires lengthy 
court litigation, may be necessary to ac- 
quire the Lee-Ashland site, Walchirk has 
indicated. 


The CCHA, which was loaned $50,000 in 


March by HUD to develop plans and cost 
estimates for the project, would be au- 
thorized after final construction approval 
to sell bonds to raise construction funds. 
The federal government 
will supply 


funds to pay back the bonds over a 40- 
year period, according to Walchirk. 


Mayor Behrel has indicated that the 


proposed 
128-unit apartment 
building 


would be nine stories tall and be similar 
to a building proposed earlier this year 
by the CCHA for a 1.9-acre park site 
across the street from Central School, 
1526 Thacker St., which the city was 
unable to purchase. 


The city backed use of the Lee-Ashland 


site after officials said it fulfilled federal 
site standards by being close to down- 
town shopping, transportation and medi- 
cal facilities. 


Polls by the city have indicated that a 


large number of Des Plaines senior citi- 
zens are interested' in living in low-rent 
apartments. 


In senior citizen housing projects built 


by CCHA, persons 62 and older with in- 
comes below $3,800 for an individual or 
$4,200 for a couple are eligible to become 
residents.

•WMAQ-TV editorial, said decisions by 
U.S. District Court Judge Richard Austin 
and the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) could lead to 
a national housing policy that gives local 
communities no say in the location of 
public housing. 


His remarks were broadcast several 


times yesterday by the Chicago tele- 
vision station in the form of a videotaped 
rebuttal to WMAQ's recent editorial. 


THAT EDITORIAL, according to the 


station, criticized Chicago officials for 
resisting development of public housing 
in white neighborhoods. 


Botte was critical of both Judge Aus-

City Funds For Youth Center Illegal 


Des Plaines City Atty. Robert DiLeo- 


nardi advised the city council yesterday 
that it cannot legally donate city funds to 
the financially-troubled Place for People 
Teenige Youth Center, although it could 
pay the center for providing counseling 
services. 


Citing his two previous statements on 


aid to the youth center which serves 
about 300 Des Plaines teenagers each 
week, DiLeonardi said in a written legal 
opinion that the city cannot use tax 
monies to make an "outright donation " 


DiLeonardi in the past has held that 


the city can't appropriate funds, except 
for its own "corporate purposes. . , for 
the welfare and interest of the entire 
city " 


Referring to a suggestion by the Des 


Plaines Youth Commission, a city advi- 
sory board, that its members could su- 
pervise use of center funds, DiLeonardi 
stated the "mere approval of such funds 
through the youth commission and the 
city council would not alter the situ- 
ation." 


He also stated th , the city's new home 


rule powers granted last summer by the 
new Illinois Constitution, do not allow the 
city to use funds for other than city cor- 
porate purposes. 


HOWEVER, "While the city is barred 


from making a direct contribution to 
Place For People, there is nothing which 
would prohibit the city from undertaking 
that organization's functions as a part of 
the city government 


"That is, there is nothing which would 


prohibit the city from engaging in youth 


counseling services," he stated. 


Aid. Robert Sherwood (2nd) who chairs 


the council's health and welfare com- 
mittee said yesterday the city now con- 
tracts with the Salvation Army, 1797 
Oakton St., and the Maine Township 
Mental Health Assn., 1032 Lee St, for 
diagnostic counseling for young people, 
who are referred to those agencies by 
the city health and police departments. 


He said his committee and the coun- 


cil's youth activities committee would 
also examine DiLeonardi's legal opinion. 
The Rev. David Russell, center director, 
who has asked the city for funds, three 
times in the last two years, was not 
available for comment

'Happy Trails' -^ New Paper In Town

When your child is in pain, it's one of 


the most helpless feelings a parent can 
experience. Equally frustrating is dish- 
ing out prescribed medications, making 
your patient more comfortable, hoping 
that a good night's sleep will make him 
better, and then watching the pain in- 
crease and continue. 


Such was the case last Thursday when 


my son, B'.lly, doubted up with waves of 
pain in his left side. Neither the doctor's 
prescriptions nor my caring and loving 
seemed to help. Thursday night was a 
night for floor-pacing, his tears, my tears 
and. finally, an early morning call to the 
doctor. 


By 9 a.m. Friday we were in the emer- 


gency room of Lutheran General Hospi- 
tal. After a batch of tests and X-rays, 
discussions and consultations, Billy was 
wheeled up to surgery. They hoped to 
find a bad appendix but told me they 
wouldn't be sure until they were in there. 
Two hours later he was in his room — 
minus one appendix. 


DESPITE THE FACT that it was a 


painful experience for Billy (and a trau- 
matic one for his over-tired, nervous 
mother) his entire hospital stay was 
made as pleasant as it could possibly be. 


The emergency 'room staff was gentle 


and kind, efficient and concerned. I was 
kept informed at all times of what was 
happening and they seemed to show as 
much concern for how I was holding up 
as they did for Billy. 


They left telling him he was going to 


have an operation up to me — and I was 
really grateful for that. I was amazed at 
his reaction. If someone told me I was 
going to have surgery I'd grab my coat 
and run. He took it like a trooper and 
even waved goodby when they wheeled 
him away from me, 


Pediatrics is a fantastic place. Parents 


are asked to fill out a detailed informa- 
tion sheet giving all sorts of data on the 
likes and dislikes of their child. They ask 
about his eating habits, sleeping habits, 


interests, hobbies, favorite books, etc. 


THE NURSES SEEM to take a person- 


al interest in each child and it is evident 
that they like their work, Billy was not 
exactly in love with the nurses the day 
after his operation; in fact, he decided 
they didn't like him or they wouldn't give 
him shots, make him get out of bed and 
keep the intravenous feeding needle 
stuck in his hand. But by Sunday he de- 
cided the hospital wasn't all that bad and 
the people were pretty great. 


I haven't spent that much time in hos-. 


pitals (other than to do stories) so I was 
surprised at some of the equipment they 
had there. Billy's temperature was taken 
with an electric thermometer which was 
attached to a bright blue box that hung 
around a nurses neck. A temperature 
can be taken in less than a minute with 
this gadget and makes life a lot more 
tolerable for the little residents on the 
pediatric ward. 


HIS FEEDING NEEDLE was hooked 


up to an electric pump — complete with 
flashing lights, clicking noises and an 
alarm system. The flow of the fluids is 
controlled by the pump and if anything 
goes haywire the bell starts ringing and 
a nurse comes running, 


The ward is brightly colored and scaled 


down — furniture wise — to child size. 
There is a game closet, rocking horses, 
free television sets in every room and 
even princess telephones in the rooms. 
While we were there meals consisted of 
pizza, hamburgers, hot dogs, turkey and 
enormous breakfasts. If the kids got hun- 
gry in between meals they were treated 
to cookies, crackers, pudding, Italian ice 
and other goodies. 


I can't say he was sorry to go home 


but if he had to stay another day I don't 
think he would have minded. Now he is 
well on the road to recovery and those 
really bad days seem far away. He won't 
forget — but at least the memories won't 
be all bad.

Million Mall Announcement Near 


A starting date will be announced late 


next week for construction of a $10 mil- 
lion downtown Des Plaines enclosed 
shopping mall, considered by city offi- 
cials to be the single most important 
project needed to spur downtown rede- 
velopment and office building construc- 
tion 


James Paroubek, president of the Des 


Ptaines Redevelopment Assn., said yes- 
terday he will have an announcement 
next Friday on the financing of the mall 
and a groundbreaking date. 


The association, an organization of Des 


Plaines businessmen, bankers and real 
estate firms which has worked since 1965 
to rebuild the downtown area to make it 
competitive with shopping centers, had 
announced in August that almost all 
property bounded by Lee Street, Prairie 
Avenue. Center Street and the alley 
south of Ellinwood Street had been pur- 
chased for the enclosed mall. 


THE TWO-STORY mall would provide 


spaces for 64 retail stores, according to 
redevelopment 
association 
announce- 


ments. It would contain 65,000 square 
feet of rental space and a 40,000 square 
foot air conditioned mall, according to 
statements made earlier this year from 
Dennis Stevens, mall architect. 


The entire mall project, which would 


take several years to complete, would 
begin with a $10 million mall facing El- 
linwood. between Lee and Center Street, 
which would later be joined to another 
equally large mall on Ellinwood between 
Center and Pearson Street, 


The redevelopment association also 


plans to construct a multi-story office 
building on Ellinwood to connect to the 
enclosed mall. 


The city has cooperated with the asso- 


ciation by designating $200,000 in motor 


fuel tax funds to widen and realign 
Prairie, which would be the south border 
of the mall complex, to make it a major 
throughway for downtown traffic. 


The city is also finishing plans now to 


sell $825,000 in parking revenue bonds to 
construct 725 new parking spaces in 
downtown area for the mall complex. 


It intends to purchase Chicago and 


North Western Rwy, right-of-way land 
along Ellinwood between Lee and Center 
to construct a two-tiered 125-space park- 
ing lot, directly across from the mall. 


The city also will purchase property 


bounded by Center, Ellinwood, Prairie 
and Pearson for a 125 space lot, which 
would later be sold to the redevelopment 
association for the second half of the 
mall. 


Plans are also being formed to seek $4 


million state and federal grants to build 
two overpasses of railroad crossings, to 


end bottlenecks and reroute downtown 
•traffic.

DES PLAINES Mayor Herbert Behrel, 


who has indicated that city projects will 
begin after ground is broken for the 
mall, said last week that redevelopment 
officials "apparently have or will soon 
have" the financial backing necessary to 
begin construction. 
' 


The city has also announced it is plan- 


ning to construct a $1.6 million city hall 
and office complex on city-owned land 
near the present city hall site on Miner 
street, a step city officials feel will also 
stimulate office construction which has 
not been as rapid as redevelopment offi- 
cials have predicted. 


A seven story combined commuter 


railroad station and office building is 
being planned to replace the present sta- 
tion in downtown Des Plaines.

ing at Place For People, but from then 
on it was organized by kids who were 
really interested. We just needed a~ place 
to start and we were allowed to draw 
from the~resources there. We still have 
newspaper meetings there and keep files 
and collect contributions there, but we 
hope to have our own office or headquar- 
ters someday," Peterson said. 


Concerning present problems and fu- 


ture plans, Peterson described the news- 
paper's major problem as, "Where to get 
money, paper and printing or any com- 
bination of those "

And we do 
believe in correcting grammatical mis- 
takes." 


He 
emphasized 
that 
the 
"Happy 


Trails" staff is "full of individuals." 


"This is strictly my opinion, although a 


lot of us agree, that the newspaper could 
fill an important 'gap for people who 
want a way for their views to be ex- 
pressed. We will print them ... we have 
no responsibility to anybody except our- 
selves, our consciences," Peterson said. 


He added that unlike many small Chi- 


cago newspapers, -he would like to see 
"Happy Trails" print all sides of an is- 
sue. 


"BUT 
WE CAN ONLY print what we 


get so the paper is only going to be as 


good as the people who contribute to it," 
Peterson said. 


"A paper like ours could be of good 


value to 18-year-olds who are trying to 
get involved, to become politically-ori- 
ented. It could also be of value to people 
w h o are well-informed 
about - con- 


troversial issues and who want to in- 
fluence the 18-year-old vote," he ex- 
plained. 


The second edition of "Happy Trails" 


is "the all important one," Peterson 
added. "With this issue we can prove 
we're legitimate. We hope people will 
read our newspaper and think about the 
things they read and maybe talk about 
them with others. We also hope they will 
contribute to it." 


Successful or not in its goal, "Happy 


Trails1' has been a learning experience 
for the people who work on it, according 
to Peterson. 


"All we're trying to do is print what 


people have to say. So far, no one has 
criticized us for that. Anyway, how can 
you criticize someone for writing how 
they feel?" he said.

Walker Says Simon Alters 
View To Receive Party OK 


Independent Democrat Daniel Walker 


pressed the attack on Lt. Gov. Paul Sim- 
•on yesterday, charging that Simon was 
ducking a face-to-face debate because 
"he does not want the people of the state 
to know the extent to which he has tailor- 
ed his views to get the machine endorse- 
ment " 


Walker, who is opposing Simon in the 


March 21 Democratic primary, made the 
statement to about 20 Elk Grove Village 
residents at a coffee at the home of Jane 
Broten, a former campaign worker for 
Sen. Adlai Stevenson. He was on a cam- 
paign swing through the Northwest sub- 
urbs which also took him to Harper and 
Oakton junior colleges and to a similar 
gathering in Palatine 


Walker charged earlier in the week 


that workers for Simon had refused to 
discuss plans for a debate, which Simon 
had publicly agreed on earlier, and in- 
stead insisted he promise not to run as 
an independent in the November election 
if he loses the primary 


"It's perfectly apparent to me that 


Paul Simon is dodging a debate," he 
said, adding that, in a debate, Simon's 
compromises with the Democratic organ- 
ization of Chicago Mayor Richard J. Da- 
ley would become apparent on many is- 
sues, including the patronage system and 
the proposal to build an airport in Lake 
Michigan. 


In addition, Walker said, in a debate 


he would ask Simon why, when he knew 
on Nov 6,1970, about the $800,000 in cash 
found in Paul Powell's apartment after 
his death "he kept that information se- 
cret for six weeks." 


"HE HAS ADMITTED he knew about 


the money," Walker said, "and Paul 
kept quiet. It reminds me of Royko's (a 
Chicago Daily News columnist) eleventh 
commandment of machine politics — 
'thou shalt not tell on others who steal' — 
and I don't believe in that." 


Walker also said it would be "ex- 


tremely unlikely" that he would run 
against Simon and incumbent Gov Rich- 
ard Ogilvie in the general election if de- 
feated in the primary because "I have 
absolutely no interest in running as a 
spoiler and that's what it would amount 
to." 


On other issues Walker said he could 


offer no "panaceas" for the welfare 
problem, but hopes for a combination of 
more federal aid, increased job training 
day care programs for mothers who 
must work and transportation to avail- 
able jobs 


He also said low-income public housing 


"has been proven not to be the answer to 
the housing problem in this country It 
produces nothing but ghettos. I would 
rather see assistance to individual fami- 
lies and let them decide where they want 
to live " 


He asked the persons in attendance to 


begin actively aiding in his campaign, 
saying, "I won't have 10,000 precinct 
captains working for me like my oppo- 
nent will I need people like you "

The 1972 budget approved by the 


trustees of the Metropolitan Samtary 
District (MSD) of'Greater Chicago calls 
for an overall increase of 14 per cent, but 
the budget tax levy is only one-tenth per 
cent more than the actual levy of 1971. 


T o t a l appropriations amounted to 


$ 2 2 1 , 4 8 5 , 3 6 2 as compared with 
$l<)4.227,597 for the current year. The 
largest item was $143,730,195 for con- 
struction bond, funds. The corporate fund 
will require $55,370,024. 


The budget tax rate for 1972 approxi- 


mates 33,46 cents per $100 of assessed 
real estate valuation, 


John E. Egan, president of the MSB, 


said the tax rate may increase 5 to 8 
cents, depending on the sale of all or 
part of the authorised $128 million in con- 
struction bonds during the coming year. 


This is a portion of a $380 million bond 


issue approved by the legislature to meet 
water quality standards by 1977 To cope 
with escalation in costs, the district plans 
to award contracts for new construction 
at the earliest possible date, thus avoid- 
ing future price increases. 


Tho Civic Federation, a taxpayers' ser- 


vice organization, reviewed the budget 
and commented: "At a time when prop- 
erty taxes are climbing at a rapid rate, 
we are always pleased when one of our 
major Chicago governments conducts its 
operation at less than the maximum tax 
possible." 


R i c h a r d F. Elberfeld, Federation 


analyst, noted that the district now levies 
an industrial waste surcharge. The feder- 
ation, he said, recommends that the dis- 
trict investigate the idea of financing all 
current operations through a users' fee.

To Three Days 


Rummage and garage sales may not 


be held for more than three consecutive 
days, and not more than one sale can 
take place at any one location within a 
12-month period, according to an ordi- 
nance passed Jan. 3 by the Dos Plaines 
City Council. 


In a move to prevent abuses by resi- 


dents "who run businesses out of their 
garages," the council voted to regulate 
frequency of "garage, rummage and oth- 
er sales" In areas zoned for residential 
housing. 


The council action came on the recom- 


mendation of Aid. Charles Bolek, chair- 
man of the council's license and in- 
spection committee, who reported last 
fall to the council he had received 
frequent complaints from residents about 
garage sales. 


THE COUNCIL rejected a section of 


the ordinance which would have required 
all persons seeking to conduct a rum- 
mage or garage sale to register with the 
city and pay a $2 license fee. 


Aldermen thought this section would 


punish all residents who wished to have 
a sale, rather than regulating residents 
who abuse city ordinances to carry on a 
business from 'heir homes, according to 
Aid. Alan Abrams, chairman of the coun- 
cil's city code and judiciary committee.

Dogs May Sniff Out Plane Hijackers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Airplane hi- 


jackers who have sidestepped weapons 
detection devices, sky marshals and psy- 
chological profiles may find themselves 
facing a different obstacle — the cold, 
quivering nose of a German Shepherd. 


In a test sponsored by the Federal 


Aviation Administration, dogs are being 
trained to'sniff out explosives-in airline 
luggage. 


FAA Administrator John H. Shaffer 


said the government will spend $34,000 to 
train four German Shepherds and their 
handlers. At the end of a 20-week course, 
the dogs will be assigned to Washington 


National Airport and Dulles International 
Airport ' outside Washington, 
both 
of 


which are operated, by the FAA. 


If the dog patrol works, "the concept 


.could be adopted by other airports thus 
further., increasing the odds against'suc- 
cessful hijackings or acts of sabotage*" 
Shaffer said. 


FAA OFFICIALS said the dogs will not 


be sniffing passengers boarding airliners 
with carry-on luggage. Basically, the 
dogs would be used to check luggage in 
the airport or in a jetliner's cargo hold. 


But in the event of a bomb scare, the 


dogs could be brought into the passenger

tion authorities. 


R o b e r t 
Germaine. chief 
of in- 


vestigations for the Chicago immigration 
office, said that he decided "it would be 
in the best interests of the girl" not to 
prosecute the family. 


Germaine said, "This appeared to be 


an isolated case and we thought it was 
best to get the girl back to her parents 
as quickly as possible." 


The Wheeling family could have been 


charged with bringing the girl into the 
United States illegally, Germaine said, 
but then Cecilia would have been re- 
quired to stay in this country to testify 
at the trial. 


r\STEAD. IMMIGRATION authorities 


paid her plane fare to Mexico and Ger- 
maine said they would bill the Wheeling 
family for the flight. The girl left last 
weekend. 


Horcher said that the family at first 


denied knowing the girl but then admit- 
ted they had brought her back to Wheel- 
ing after a trip to Mexico. They told po- 
lice they wanted to help the girl's family 
in Mexico. 


Authorities refused to identify the fam- 


ily because no charges were filed, but 
Horcher said they live in Wheeling about 
2'/2 miles from the home where Cecilia 
was found. 


Members of the Dan Johnson family 


found Cecilia asleep on a couch in their 
home at 779 Dennis, last Wednesday. She 
apparently had found the door of the 
home unlocked.

Nearly four million veterans will be 


hearing from the Veterans

tration in the months ahead as the result 
of two bills signed into law Dec. 15. 


VA insurance officials said 3.9 million 


veterans with "V"-prefixed World War II 
National Service Life Insurance (NSLI) 
policies are eligible under PL 92-188, 
commencing in July 1972, to buy addi- 
tional paid up NSLI with insurance divi- 
dends. They will be mailed information 
and asked if they want to use their divi- 
dends that way. 


About 25 per cent, or one million veter- 


ans, they reported, are expected to apply 
in writing, for the insurance which re- 
quires no physical examination. Use of 
dividends to buy paid up insurance is 
common practice with commercial insur- 
ance companies, it was noted. 


Officials said 850,000 of the 3.9 million 


NSLI policyholders have accumulated in- 
surance dividends with 
the agency. 


These 
funds 
are 
used 
to pay any 


delinquent premiums to prevent lapse of 
policies, unless the- veteran requests in 
writing that his dividends be paid in 
cash, or elects some other option, they 
explained. 


Veterans 
having accumulated 
divi- 


dends with VA can expect to hear from 
the agency in June or July. PL 92-188 
becomes effective July 1, and these vet- 
erans have six months to decide if they 
want to use their dividends for additional 
paid up Insurance. 


All other eligible NSLI policyholders 


will be notified In advance of their policy 
anniversary dates (dividend due date), 
starting with those which become due 
next July. 


UNDER THE other new law. PL 92- 


193. 
many of these same veterans and 


others will be notified beginning next 
June before renewal dates of their NSLI 
policies about a new insurance plan 
called Modified Life 70. 


Premiums will be lower than for other 


level premium insurance, it was ex- 
plained, because insurance face value 
will be reduced SO per cent on the veter- 
an's 70th birthday, when many veterans 
feel they require less insurance. 


The old Modified Life insurance has a 


face value reduction of 50 per cent on the 
insured's 6Sth birthday. 


About 200.000 veterans who hold old 


Modified Life Insurance policies will be 
given an opportunity, to convert to the 
new. Modified Life 70 plan, VA officials 
add«d.
